utatiuii of this branch of the (ioiioral Assembly, for dignity, 
decorum and courtesy, which I am sure you will observe and 
maintain^ as being the source of my confidence that you will 
render me that aid and exercise that forbearance, I shall so 
much and so often need. While in the discharge of my offic- 
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ial duty as yonr presiding officer, it will be my earnest en- 
deavor to secure the proper observance of such rules as are 
or may be adopted by you ; it will also be my endeavor to be 
just, courteous and impartial to each and eveiy Senator ; and 
so &r as honest intention can avail, these ends will be accom- 
plished.

Mr. DAVIS, Secretary of Civil and Military Affairs, appear- 
ed on the floor of the Senate, with a message, as follows : 

Mr. PREsmEKT: 

I am directed by the Governor, to transmit to 
the Senate, the annual Executive Communication to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

The message was read by the Secretary, as follows : 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate 

AND House of Representatives: 

We have come together in obedience to the directions of 
the constitution to consult upon tiie condition of the state and 
to adopt such measures of legislation, within the limits of the 
people's charter under which we are to act, as their wants and 
interests may seem to require. In the pcrfbrniance of this 
duty the labor as well as the responsibility devolves almost ex- 
clusively upon you. Our state goyemment is emphatically a 
people's government, being more purely democratic in its 
character than any other in America, and probably in the 
world. To the immediate representatives of the people, of 
the several towns and counties in the state, is committed the 
absolute power of annually choosing all the officers, both ex- 
ecutive and judicial, who are not annually elected by the peo- 
ple, and of enactmg such laws as to the majority of them, aa* 
sembled in their respective houses, shall seem meet. 

To this power of legislation the governor has not, as in most 
of our sister states, even a qualified negative. His authority 
is of an advisory character merely. By interposing objections 
to a proposed measure he may casue a reconsideration of it, 
but if a minority of the two houses remain fitvorable to tiie 
measure, it becomes a law without the approval of the exec- 
utive. The successful operation of the popular features of 
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our system is a subject of just con^i itulation, furnishingr the 
strong-est evidence of the wisdom and foret^ight of its tVamers, 
as well as of the virtue and intelligence of those by whom it 
has been administered. 

The past year has been one of unusual depression in the bus- 
iness of the country, in which tiie people of this state have 
shared to a considerable extent, though it is believed in a less 
degree than in many others. Although an immediate restoration 
of business to its former active and succesBful condition is not 
perhaps to be anticipated^ we have still no occasion for de- 
spondency. The productions of our soil durinjr the past sea- 
son have been unusually abundant , our peoplr have been bless- 
ed with an ordinary degree of health ; are in the full enjoy- 
ment of civil and religions Uberty, and the means of intelleo- 
toal culture, as well as of comfortable bodily snbsistance, are 
believed to be within the reach of all our citizens. With ail 
these and numerous other blessings so bountifully showered 
upon ns by a kind and beneficent Providence, we iiave abund- 
ant cause for thankfulness and rejoicing for the past, and also 
ibr hope and confidence in the future. 

Coming newly into office and having had little experience 
in state legislation, I make this introductory cotnniunication 
rather in compliance with estabhshcd usage, than in any very 
confident expectation of furnishing you with essential aid in 
the discharge of your various important duties. I shsll how- 
ever make such suggestions as occur to me on some subjects 
which I deem worthy of your notice, commending them to 
your candid consideration. 

The report of the auditor of accounts, which, in conformity 
to the provisionB of law, has just been published, shows the 
receipts and expenditures of the state, during the past polit- 
ical year, and the present condition of our state finances. 
From this report it appears that the balance in tlie treasury on 
the first of September 1858, was $30,643 U, and that the 
amount of taxes uncollected was $60,259 26, making together 
the sum of $90,891 97, as the immediate available resources of 
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tlio state, and that the indebtedness of the state, including or* 
ders unpresented the bank safety fund and the sums due to towns 
lor United States surplus money, was $143,001 07, exceeding 
the current avaiUble resoiirccB by the sum of $53,012 10. Jjb 
is to be obaerved tiiat there has been expended in tiie constmcH- 
tion of the new state house the sum of $61, 127 70, and tiiat 
but for this extraordinary expenditure, made necessary by the 
accidental destruction of the old edifice, the sum in the treas- 
ury and the assesged taxep would exceed the state indebted- 
ness by about the sum of $8,000. The policy of the state 
from its first organization has been against the creation of a 
permanent state debt. Extraordinary and unexpected calls 
upon the treasury, like that now requiring the construction of 
a new capitol, have occasionally been provided for by tempora- 
ry loans, but provision for their speedy payment has always 
heretofore been made. This policy has had a strong tondency 
to produce a judicious economy in our expenditures, and I 
trust is not to be departed from. 

The report of the auditor of accounts also embraces the re- 
ports of the several officers having the charge and inspection, 
respectively, of the Vermont asylum for the insane, and of thet 
state prison, and also the bank commissioner's report. I 



The report of the commissioner of the insane is highly com \ 

plimentary to the conduct and management of the adj Luiii/ 
which, under the direction of its experienced supermteudent 
and board of trustees, appears to be in very successful oper- 
ation. 

The reports of the directors of the Vermont stato prison and 
its superintendent, are also of a favorable character. I would 

respectfully call your attention to the recommendation of the 
directors for reconstructing the cells of the prison, which the 
comfort as well as the preservation of the health of the in- 
mates would seem to demand. 

From the report of the bank commissioner, it appears that 
all the banks in operation in the state are considered to be in 
a buund condition, though the capital of some of them, by rea- 
son of losses, has been reduced below the chartered amount. 
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It would akK) teem that maDj cf the banks have violated 
some of their charter provisioiiH. I beg leave to call your at- 
teQtk>n to some of these vioiationsy specified by tiie commis* 
mooieir, and to anhniit to your conndeiatioii whether further 
legMtttion is neeeiasfy to profvent thetr repetitioii. 

I have reason to believe that the geological survey of the 
^tate, under the superintendence of the eminent state geol- 
ogist, is being judiciously and successiully prosecuted. XLia 
rep(Mrt will be laid before yon at an early day, with such sng^ 
gestions as shall then occur to me as important. 

Beports are jlso expected from the superintendent of the 
state house, on the progress and present condition of the work 
on that edifice, and IVum the secretary of tlie board of educa- 
tion, showing the proceedings of the secretary and of the 
board during the past year, which reports will be seTerslly 
oommunioated to you. On transmittmg these reports, I shall 
take occasion to submit such remarks upon the different 8ub> 
jects embraced by them as shall seem to be roquirc*!. 

The subject of the condition and management ol our rail- 
roads is one of the yery highest importance to the state, but as it 
will oome appropristely before you by the report, which is to 
It»e made to you by the raflroad commissioner, I forbear to com- 
juent upon it. 

The militia ul the state have lately received niuie than usual 
public attention, and the subject will doubtless be before you 
for eonsideratton. The condition of the militia has heretofore 
been demed a matter of great importance. Our ancestors 
brought with them to this country a strong hereditary dread of 
standing armies, which successive events in the parent coun- 
try continually served to strengthen and confirm. It was 
found that wherever such military force was not engaged in 
foreign wars, it was generally employed by the gOYemment 
in oppressing and attempting to enslsTe the people, and this 
whether the force was controlled by the crowii, by parliament 
or a protector. This conviction of the danger of standing ar- 
mies, and a belief in the safety and efficiency of a well reg- 
nSifled militia for purposes of defence and protection, were es> 
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tablished political principles of our revolutionary fathers, and 
as such were incorporated into our state constitution. 

The early settlers of New £nglaad were in ihe constant dai<- 
ly use of fire-arms for their protection against savages and 
wild beasts. Snch arms were also required in the pursuit of 
game, which often furnished them with convenient and some- 
times indispensable means of subsistence. The frequent at- 
tacks which were made upon their settlements by the Indians 
and afterwards by the French and Indians combined, the threat- 
ened dangers from the oppressions of the mother country, 
which immediately followed the close of the French war, and 
the actual hostilities of the revolutionary period; all stimulated 
the military spirit of our ancestors, and made them not only 
cheerfitlly submit to frequent and ezpenrive drills and musters 
for their improvement in militavy discipline, but to feel an hon* 
est and patriotic pride in establishing and maintaining a bigli 
character for the efficiency of their military organization. 

This military spirit continued to prevail to a considerable 
extent until the war of 1812, during which the militia were 
frequently called out and often rendered valuable and impor* 
tant service to the country. But after the peace with England^, 
in 1815, the character and efficiency of the militia for i>arude! 
aud disipline suffered a marked and rapid decline. This ap- ^ 
parent abatement of military ardor is doubtless mainly, if not 
wholly, to be attributed to the feeling which has extensively 
pervaded the community since that period, that all danger 
ftom foreign invasion had ceased, that little or none was to be 
apprehended from domestic violence, and that consequently a 
military organization was unnecessary and useless. Under the 
influence of this feeling, our laws, which have required our cit* 
izens to furnish themselves with arms and equipments, to ap- 
pear with them by companies for inspection and drill, and to 
attend regimental and other musters, have been looked upon 
as imposing expensive and unnecessary burdens, and all efforts 
of legislation for some years past, to give popularity and ef- 
ficiency to siich laws, have proved unavailing. I am not now 
conaideringthe justice and propriety of this feeling, but merely 
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stating the fart of its existence, a fact wliich otight not to be 
overlooked in any iurtlier attempt at legislation on the subject. 
For in our republican system, a law in order to be permanent 
and affectaal must be snstainod, or at least must not be con- 
demned, by public sentiment. 

ijy our present laws the nnlitia is divided into two classes, 
denominated the enrolled and the iinitoimed militia. All pet^ 
sons liable to do militia duty by the laws of the United 
States and of this state, sire to be annnaly enrolled by the lia- 
ters of the several towns, and a return is to be made of their 
enrollment to the Adjutant and Inspector Gleneral. The en- 
rolled militia is divided by territory into rejxirnents, briji^udt s, 
and divisions, bat its members as such are not liable to drill, 
muster or inspection. 

The uniform militia consists of companies of volnnteers from 
the enrolled militia, of which there may be one, and under oer* 
tain restrictions, two to each retrinient. Thene companies of 
vuluaieer militia are reqnired to .serve eiglityearn unless huon- 
er discharged ; are, on proper security, to bo furnished with 
arms belonging to the state ; are at their own expense to for- 
niah themselves with equipments and with uniform, as directed 
by the commandeMn-chief ; are subject to inspection, drill and 
' muster; and each member of sucli cumpany, wlio is returned 
uniformed and equiped, and who has perfuiiiied three days mil- 
'>itary service, is entlitled to receive three dollars annually from 
the state treasury. 

The.sparseness of our agricultural population is nn&voraUe 
to the organization of military companies, and it is probably 
only in some of our largest villages thai ihey may bo expected 
to be formed and supported. Several compaiues have recent- 
ly been organized in the state, who met foi: voluntary drill and 
muster at Brandon, on the first and second of September, and 
were in spected by the commander-in-chief. It is but justice to 
those volunteer companies to say, that their appearance and 
discipline were, under the circumstances, creditable to them 
and to the state. 
The success of this muster of uniform militia appears to 
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iiave in some degree awakened a nailitary spirit in the commu- 
nity. It is understood that several new volunteer companies 
are in the process of organizatiou in dificrent parts of the state, 
and that application for greater legislative encouragement for 
this class of mOitia than is now given, is likely to be made at 
the present session. I have thought it proper to take this rath- 
er lengthened notice of our militia history, and of the results 
of our previous leg-islation, in order to bring this subject folly 
before yon. I trust you will give the matter a caiefol and jih 
dicions consideration^ and that whatever action you may take^ 
win be such as will be permanently beneficial to the soldier 
and to the community. 

I feel it my duty to call your attention to our laws on the 
subject of the attachment of property on mesne process, and 
especially to that feature of them which gives priority to the 
first attaching creditor. Whatever may have been the elBEbct of 
this law at an early day when credit was comparatively limited, 
its present operation is, in my judgment, unfav(M ;iblc to the 
business interests of the community. It operates harshly up- 
on the honest debtor, by oifering a premium to such creditor as 
shall first attach and deprive him of the possession of his prop- 
erty, and perhaps ruin his business ; and it is unjust to creditors, • 
by allowing the most greedy and unscrupulous one to obtain \ 
his whole debt from an insolvent, to the entire exclusion of all 
others. It furnishes to the dishonest debtor a convenient mode • 
of defrauding his creditors, by procuring his property to be se* 
cured to himself by a ficticious attachment. I would therefore 
earnestly recommend the passage of an act that shall provide 
for the ciiuul distribution of the proceeds of the property at- 
tached, among all the attaching creditors. 

Forming a portion of the general government, we are deeij^ 
ly interested in the measures and character of its administra- 
tion, and a few words in reference to them will not, it is be- 
lieved be deemed out of place in this communication. 

The marked general feature of the aatioiial guveiiiment for 
several years past, has been its entire disregard and abandon- . 
meat of some of the most important principles, which wese 
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considered as political axioms by the framers of the constitu- 
tion, and acted upon as such iu the earlier aud purer dayb of 
tiie govemmenty and indeed down to a very recent period. 
Tliis has been more particularly manifested in reference to the 
flnbject of slarery. — Thus, the principle of non*intenrention> 
which applied the obligations of oommon honesty and fair deal- 
ing between individualjs, to our transactions with other gov- 
enyuents, has, with a view to the extension of the area of 
alftTery, given place to the detestable doctrine that national 
eooTenience forms a sufficient justification for a forcible appro- 
priation to our own use of a foreign territory and its people ; 
and in accordance with which doctrine, countenance and rn- 
couragment have been to the lawless invasion of sucli ter- 
ritory, and the most barberous and cruel robbery and murder 
of its unofSduding inhabitants. The power of congress to ex- 
clode slavery from the territories of the United States, which 
had been exercised without question, by i're(}uent and repeat* 
ed enactinf nts from the foundation of the governnienl duwii 
to 1848, lias been recently declared to be without the pale of 
the constitution, and the extraordinary doctrine is now pro- 
mulgated that the constitution itself legalizes slavery in the 
territoricB, and that congress has consequently no authority to 
prevent its introduction. This doctrine of the present exec- 
\ftive of the general government is sou/^lit to \n' ctnifirnicd and 
established by the opinions of a majority oL' Ihe judg-es of the 
supreme court of the United States, the highest judicial tribu- 
nal of our country. Of tiiese opinions of the judges the lea- 
ialatnre of this state at the last session expressed by resolu- 
tions their decided condemnation, in which coruU tn nation 1 tal- 
ly concur. With a stronj;- habitual reverence for judicial au- 
thorify, when exercised within its appropriate sphere for the 
determination of individual rights, I confess I have not a high 
regard for it when sought to be extended to political questions. 
The history of our parent country furnishes many examples of 
judges, learned and eminent, whose extra-judicial opinions 
were sought and obtained by the government for the purpose 
of crushing out the rising spirit of liberty among the people. 
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Indeed, for the character of the judicial ermine, it is to be la- 
mented that judges of difitiuguished legal attainments, have 
ofit»n been found giving countenaiice to oppression and wrong 
by ingenioiui and fiuotcifiil constnictioiis, and that Englteh lib- 
erty has been fixed upon its present firm foundations, not by 
the aid of judicial efforts, but by overcoming them. There is rea- 
son to hope that the extra-judicial opiuious of the majority of the 
judges in the Dred Scott case, contrary as they are to the plain 
language of the constitution, to the fiicts of history, and to the. 
dictates of common humanity, will meet the &te which has 
attended those of the judges in the parent country, and that 
liberty will be eventually established in spite of them. 

The extraordinary persevering exertions which, during the 
past year, have been made by the chief magistrate of the na- 
tion to prevent the people of Kansas firom excluding slavoy 
fW)m their Boil, by imposing upon them a constitution which 
he well knew they loathed and abhorred, iurnishes new and 
alarming evidence of the aggressive character of the slave pow- 
er which controlled him, and shows that the principles of jus- 
tice and of popular sovereignty stand no more in the way of 
its demands for political domination than do those of the con* 
stitution. The near approach to success, by congressional leg>- ' 
ielation, of this attempt to stiffle the will of the great majori- 
ty of the people of Kansas, is calculated to excite strong dis^ 
trust in the continued success of our republican institutions ; 
for if the principles of right ^d justice, by the influence of 
government patroni^ and party discipline, can be thus cot- 
raged and overcome, our boasted democracy will be but anoth- 
er name for despotism. It is, however, matter of just pride 
and congratulation, that these efforta to impose a slave consti- 
tution on an unwilling people, have as yet proved unsuocess- 
fnl, and Hiat tiie people of tiiat rich and growing teriitoty, 
boldly defying the threats of executive power and nobly spum- 
ing the offered bribes of government patronage and lands, liave 
by an overwhelming majority declared their love of freedom 
and their abhorrence of slavery. The people of Vermont, mindiul 
of tiie history of its early settiers in their stnlggle against in*- 
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joetioe and opiMressioii from witkont, hmve deeply sympadited 

iu the extraordinary and protracted sufferings of the p< ople 
of Kansas iii the cause of liberty and right, and nvw greet 
tbem ou the favorable prospect of ft happy and. aqcoeiiftU. 
termination of their patriotic labom. 

But I must now bring this communicatioD, which has already 
occnpied more space than T had intended, to a cloBe. In the ex- 
ercise of the extensive powers, both of appointmeat and leg^ 
islation, with which you are entniBted, I have no reason to 
doubt that yon wtQ be gsided by a sincere desire to promote 
the happiness and welfiue of the people , and bringing with 
you from all ]tai ts of the state uu iutiniiite knowledge of their 
situation and wants, I cannot but anticipate that the result of 
the labors of the session, which yea are now about commeno- 
ing, will be favorable to yonr constitnents and honorable to 
yonrsdlves.

Your Committee appointed to join the House Com- 
mittee and report Joint Eules for the Senate and House of 
BepFesentatiyeB report the following 

JOINT EULES 

OF THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF BEPBESENTATIYES. 

1. 

A Joint Assembly shall be formed by a Union of the Senate 
and House of Bepresentatiyes in the Hall of the latter, at 
such time and for snch specific purpose only, as may be ex- 
pressed in a concurrent resolution of both Houses ; and may 
adjourn Irom time to time duiing the session of the Gener^ 
Assembly; and the Secretary of State, or in his absence the 
Secretary of the Senate, shall officiate as Clerk of every Joint 
Assembly. 

2. 

The proceedings of every Joint Assembly, including the res- 
olution ordering the same, shall be recorded by the Clerk in a 
book kept for that purpose, which shall be preserved in the 
office of the Secretary of State, a copy of which shall be inr- 
nished to the Governor by the Secretary of State, and shall 
also bo published with the Journal of the proceedings of the 
House of Representatives. 

3. 

The rules of the Senate, so far as applicable, shall be ob- 
served in regulating the proceedings of every Joint Assembly. 

4. 

A Joint Committee of three Senators and three Represen- 
tatives shall be appumted by the presiding officers of the two 
Houses respectively, to whom may be refered all documents 
transmitted by the Governor for the use of the General Assent- 
bly, who shall report thereon to that House from which they 
weie received. 

5. 

The Committees of the Senate and House of Representatives, 
to whom the same subject matter shall have been refered, may. 
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loT the pmpoee of iiEMsiliiataiig buflioesB, meet together as a 
Joint Committee, aad make a joint or aeperate xepoit to dliier 
or both Honaea, aa they may tiunk expedient. 

6. 

In every case of disagreement between the Senate and House 
of Bepreaentatives, if either shall request a coTiference and ap- 
point a Oommittee for that purpoae^ and the other Honae shall 
alao appoint a Committee on ita part, anch Committee shall 
meet at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their chair- 
men, in the conference room, and state to each other, verbully 
or in writing, the reasons of each House lor its vote on the 
anbject matter of disagreement, confer freely thereon, and make 
a report of their doings to their respective Houaea aa soon aa 
may be. 

7. 

Committees of Conference sliall consist of an equal number 
from each House, and shall return the papers refered to them 
to that House which last voted upon the subject matter of 
disagreement. 

8. 

After each House shall have adhered to the vote oi disagree* 
ment, a Bill or Eesolutiuii shall be lost. 

9. 

When Bills are on their passage between the two Housea, 
lliey shall be verified by the attestation of the Secretary or 
Clerk of each House respectively, and all Joint Resolutions 
shall be fairly engrossed after their passage, in the House in 
which they originate, and shall, when finally passed be signed 
by the presiding officers of both Houses in the same manner 
aa Bills. 

10. 

After Bills have passed both Houses, and a certificate show- 
ing the one in which they respectively originated, has been du- 
ly endorsed thereon, they shall be delivered to a Joint Stand- 
ing Committee of two Senators and two members of the House 
of Bepresentativea, to be designated the CcmmUUe on BiUs, 
who shall make careful examination, and see that they are cor-

rectly engrossed, and when satisfied of their accuracy, shall 
present them, first to tiie Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives, and then to the President of the Senate, for their offici- 
al signatures and ii.iviii*:: obtained them, they shall forthwith 
deliver them to the Governor lor his approval, and shall make 
a true report to both Houses of the day on which such Bill 
was delivered to the Governor, which shall be duly entered 
upon the Journal of each House. 

11. 

A Joint Committee of two Senators and two Bepresenta- 
tives shall be appointed by the presiding officers of the two 

Houses respectively, at the commencement of the Session, to 

be designated the Commitlee on Joint Rules. 

12. 

When a Bill or Resolution, which shall have passed one 
House, is rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be given 
to the House in which the same shall have passed; and all 
such rejected Bills or Kesolutions, with the accompanying pa- 
pers, shall be returned to, and left in, the custody of the House 
which first acted on them. 

13. 

Each House shall transmit to the other all papers on which 
any Bill or Resolution shall be founded ; and should any Bill 

or Resolution pass both Houses, the same papers shall be de- 
livered to the Governor. 

14. 

No Bill which shall have passed one House shall be sent for 
concurrence to the other, on either of the last two days of the 
Session.

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BUL£S OF TH£ S£NAT£. 
1. 

The credentials of Senators sliall bo presented to the Secre- 
tary or Assistant Secretary, previous to ten o'clock in the 
morning of the second Thursday of October, at which tune 
the Senate shall be called to order. The names of the Sen- 
ators shall be called over, and when a quorum shall have tar 
ken their seats, they shall, ing first taken the necessary 
oaths, on nomination ol the Prcsidenl, appoint a Canvassing 
Committee, consisting of one Senator from each county, to 
join such Committee as the House of Bepresentatiyes may ap- 
point, whose duty shall be to receive, sort and count the 
votes for Governor, Lieutenant Governor and Treasurer, and 
make report thereof to the Joint Assembly of both Houses. 

2. 

The Senate shall meet evety day (Sundays excepted,) at 
ten o'clock in the morning, and two o'clock in the afternoon, 
nnless otherwise specially ordered. 

3. 

The President having taken the chair, and a quorum being 
present, the Journal of the preceding day shall be read, and 
all the errors therein corrected. 

4. 

In case no quomtn shall assemble within fifteen minutes a^ 

ter the time to whicli ilie Senate was adjourned, those pres- 
ent shall have the power to send the Sergeant-at-arms, or oth- 
er officer, after the absentees and compel their attendance. 

5. 

Whenever the Senate shall assemble, according to adjourn- 
ment, or at the commencement of a Session, and the President 
shall hki absent, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, il pres- 
ent, if not, of a Senator, to call to order ; and the Senators 
present, if a quorum, shall, by ballot, elect a President pro 
tempore. 

6. 

No Senator shall be absent without leave, unless he is sick 

or otherwise necessarily detained.

No Senator shall audibly speak to another, or otherwise in- 
terrapt the busineBB of the Senate, while the Jounuds or oth- 
er pablic papers are being read, or while a Senator is orderly 
Bpeaking in debate. ' 

8. 

Every Senator when lie Bpeaks, shall, standing in his place, 
addreBS the President, and when be has finished, shall sit down. 

9. 

No member shall speak more than twice on the same qnes- 
tion, williont leave of the Senate ; and Senators who have once 
spoken shall not again be entitled to the floor, (except for the 
pnrpoae of explanation,) to the exclusion of another who has 
not spoken. 

10. 

In all cases, the Senator lirst rising and addressing" the 
President, (subject to the restriction of Rule 9,) sliall be enti- 
tled to llie floor, and when two or more arise at the same time, 
the President shall name the one who is to speak. 

11. 

When a Senator shall be called to order, he shall sit down ; 
and every question of order shall be decided by the President 
without debate, subject to an appeal to the Senate. 

12. 

If a Senator be called to order for words spoken, the excep- 
tionable words shall be immediately taken down in writing hj 
the Senator calling to order, that the President may be better 
enabled to judge of the matter. 

■ 

13. 

The first hour of each morning's sitting may be devoted to 
the reception and disposal of petitions, memorials, and remoih> 
stranoes, motions, resolutions, and the introduction of bills ; 
after which, the orders of the day, or other proper business, 

shall be announced, always commencing with the uniinished 
business of the last sitting. The first Lour of the afternoon's 
sitting may be occupied in the receiving and disposing of re- 
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ports of committees, and in completiiig the business of the 
morning hour ; at the expiration of which, the Senate will 

again take up the orders of the day. 

U. 

Keports of Committties may l>e signed by any nieinber in 
behalf of the committee, and shall be by him presented to the 
Senate when the call for reports is made. The signer of each 
K port shall be held responsible for the accuracy of its state- 
ments and the propriety of it8 hiiigiiag^e, and when the same 
shall be under cunsidcration, he shall be further liable to give 
additional statemcntB of facts or other explanations in answer 
to the call of any Senator. 

15. 

The proceedings of the Senate, except when acting as in 
Committee of the Whole, einbraciii*;* llic titles of bilk and 
such parts thereof as may be atVectcd by pmpuscd amend- 
ments, and also, the names of Senators, aiid the votes which 
they give on every question decided by yeas and nays, shall 
be by the Secretary accurately and concisely inserted in tiie 
Journal. 

16. 

The Senate shall annually, within the tiint four days of actu- 
al sitting, elect, by ballot, (and a majority of all present shall 
be necessary to a choice,) a Secretary, and an Assistant Sec- 
retary who shall be ex-offlcio engrossing clerk, who shall be 
severally sworn to tlie laiihrul discharge of their dutio^, and 
shall hold said olhces until 8uperceded by a new election. 

The Senate shall also, within the same time, elect the follow- 
ing Standing Committees, to consist of three members each, 
to wit : 

A Committee on Rules. 
A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on the Judiciary. 
A Committee on Claims. 
A Committee on Education. 
A Committee on Agriculture* 
A Committee on Manu&ctures. 
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A Committoe on Elections. 
A Committee on Military Affairs. 
A Committee on Roads. 
A Committee on Banks. 

A Committee on Land Taxes. 
A Committ<'e on Printing. 
A General Committee. 
IT. 

In the i^pointment of Standing^ Committees, (except the 
one mentioned in Rnle 1,) the Senate will proceed by ballot, 

eeveiiiUy io appoint tlie cliairman of eacli ; and then, by one 
ballot, the other members necessary to complete the same. In 
the election of a chairman a mcyority of votes given shall be 
necessary, but for the others a plurality shall be sufficient. 
AU select committees shall be appointed by the President, un- 
less otherwise ordered by the Senate. 

18. 

All bills after the second reading, and all petitions, memo- 
rials, remonstrances, resolutions, and other papers calling for 
legislatiTe action, (except such as have been reported by a 
commitee,) no objection being made, shall be referred by the 

President to appropriate committees. 

19. 

Before any resolution, any petition, or other paper, address> 
ed to the Senate, shall be received and read, whether the same 
shall be introduced by the President or a Senator, the title 
shall be fairly endorsed thereon, and a brief statement of its 

objects or contents shall be made by the introducer. 

20. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the mover, if 
required thereto by the President or a Senator ; and a motion 
to lay another motion, the latter not being in writing, on the 
table or otherwise to dispose of it, shall not be in order. 

21. 

Every bill shall receive three readings before it is passed ; 
the President shall give notice at each reading whether it be the 
first, second or third : the last of which readings of public bills 
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shall be at least twenty-four hours after the first reading, un- 
less the Senate unanimously direct otherwise. Provided, thftt 
priyate bills shall be read the second time by their titles. 
BesolationB requiring the approbation and signature of the 

Governor, shall be treated in all respects as bills ; uud the 
third readiug" of all bills of a public nature shall be ordered 
for some particular day. 

22. 

On motion of a Senator, public billn, after the second read' 
ing, may be referred to a CoiumiLtee of the Whole. 

23. 

The final question upon the second reading of erety bill 
which originated in the Senate shall be, "Shall this bill be en- 

grossed and read the third timeT' Xo ameudiiicut sli ill be re- 
ceived at the third reading, but it may be committed tor amend- 
ment at any time before its final passage* 

24. 

Motions on bills and resolutions shall be sustained in the fol- 
lowing: order : 1- To postpone indefinitely. 2. To lay upon 
the table. 3. To commit. 4. To amend. 

25. 

A call for the preyions question shall not at any time be in 

order. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and shall 
be decided without debate. 

26. 

If the question in debate contains several points, the tame 

iDay be divided on the demand of a Senator. A motion to 
strike out and iiisei t shall not be divided, but the rejection of 
^ motion to strike out and insert one proposition shall not pre* 
dade a motion to strike out and insert a different one, or a 
motion simply to strike out ; nor shall the rejection of a mo* 
tion simply to strike out, prevent a subsequent one to strike 
out and insert. 

21. 

In filling blanks the largest sum and the longest time shall 
be first in order. 
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When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is 

objected to by a Soiiator, the question shall be determined by 
a vote of the Senate. 

29. 

The yeas and nays shall be taken on the call of a Senator, 
and every Senator present shall vote unless excused by the 
Senate ; but no Senator shall be compelled to vote who was 

absent when the question was stated by the President, uor 
shall any one be permittrd to vote who was absent when his 
name was called, nor alter the decision of the question has 
been announced from the chair. 

30. 

No Senator in the minority, nor one who did not vote on 
the decision of a question, shall have a right to move a recon- 
sideration thereof ; nor shall any motion for reconsideration 
be in order unless made before the close of the next day of ac- 
tual sitting of the Senate, after that in which the vote was ta- 
ken, and before the bill, resolution, report, amendment, address 
or motion, upon which the vote was taken, shall, in the reg- 
ular progress of business, have gone out oi the possession of 
the Senate. 

31. 

On all qucHtioiis, in the decision of wliich a simple majority 
is required, when the Senate is equally divided, the Secretary 
shall take the casting vote of the President. In all such cases, 
a motion for reconsideration, if made in time, shall be in order 
from any Senator who voted on the question.

The President shall have the right to call upon any Senator 
. to discharge the duties of tiie chair, whenever he shall find it

The Senate having taken the final vote on any question, the 
same shall not again be in order during the same session, in 
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any form whatever, except by way of rocoiisidoration ; ami 
wlien a niotion for reconsideration has been decided, that de- 
cision shall not be reconsidered.

No proposition to amend the rales of the Senate, or the 

Joint Rules ol l)oth lloiises, Hhall be acteil on until the same 
shall have been before the Senate at least twenty-four hours. 

35. 

Messages shall be sent to the House of Representatiyes by 

the Secretary or Assistant Secretary. 

36. 

Reporters may be placed on the floor of the Senate, ander 

the direction of the Secretary, with the approbation of the 

President, * 

8t. 

No person sliall be admitted within thelolilty of the Seiiate 
Chamber, except the Governor, Treasurer of the State, Audi- 
tor of Accounts, members of the other House, Judges of the 
Supreme Court, Circuit Judges, Senators and Beprescntatives 
in Congress, Ex-Governors and Lieutenant Governors, Ex- 
Judges of the Supreme Court, Ex-Senators of the State Son- 
ate, District Judge and Attorney of tlie United States, mem- 
bers of other State Legislatures, Clerk and Assistant Clerk of 
the Honse of Representatives, and the Secretary of Civil and 
Military Affairs, and such ladies and gentlemen as the Pres- 
ident or a Senator may introduce. 

38. 

When in session the Senators shall sit with their heads un- 
covered. 

39. 

Upon any disorderly conduct in the gallery, the President 
may order the same to be cleared. 

40. 

Whenever a hill or resolution is laid on the table, by order 

of the Senate, and shall have remained on tlie table twenty- 
four hours, it shall be subject to be taken up by the Chair, and 
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presented for the consideration of the Senate, without a call 
or order on the subject. 

41. 

There shall be one Door-Ke<^per and one Assistant Door- 
Keeper of the Senate : and the Secretary may appoint a boy 
to attend in the Senate Chamber. 

42. 

CHOICE OF SEATS. 

At nine o^clock on the morning of the first day of the Ses- 
sion, and before the Senate shall be called to order, the Sec- 
retary shall place in a box, prepared for the purpose, fourteen 
ballots, designating by name the several counties in the State, 
and shall proccod to draw therefrom, impartially, one ballot at 
a time, until all are drawn. And as each ballot is drawn, the 
Senator, or Senators, from the connty designated by such bol* 
lot, shall, personally, if present, or may, by proxy, if absent, 
select his or their seat or seats. If any Senator, or Senators, 
from any connty so drawn, should nut be present, cither per- 
sonally, or by proxy, at the time of such drawing, the county 
next drawn shall have the preference.

That all laws of Congress which recognize the 
right of property in man. or deprive any person ul liberty 
without due i)r<>ce8s of law and a jury trial, or provide that 
any person shall be delivered up, as owing service to another, 
without such trial, are unconstitutional, void, and of no eifcct.

States the right, which the Constitution guarantees to them, 
of prohibiting th<' intKxbict imi of Slavery into the Territories ; 
and have denied the right of the citizens of the iudependent 
States of this Union to protect their liberties or property, by 
instituting suits in the Courts of the United States : therefore. 

Resolved, further, Bij the Senate and Home of Representor 
tives, T. That the doctrine maintained by a niajority of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, in tiie case of Dred Scott, that 
•Slavery now exists, by virtue of the Constitution of the United 
States, in all the Territories, and in all places where the Fed- 
eral Government has jurisdiction — ^thatthe Constitution carries 
Slavery wherever its authority extends — has no warrant in the 
Constitution, or in the Legislative or Judicial History of tliis 
Country. 
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Jie$ok)ed, 8. That these extra-judicial opiuious of the 
Suprome Court of the United States are a dangerous nsurpa* 
tion of power, and have no binding authority upon Vermont, 
or the people of the United States.

The undfciihigiied Committee, appointed under the act of the 
Legislature of this State, entitied "an act providing for the 
erection of a monnment over the grave of Ethan Auen/' ap- 
proved lith November, 1856| are happy in reporting the com- 
pletion of said monnment, agreeably to a plan and inscriptions 
submitted to and approved by your predecessor, and consist- 
ing of a Tuscan coliimn of granite, forty-two feet in height 
and four and a half feet in diameter at its base, with a pedes- 
tal six feet square, in which are inserted four plates of white 
marble, having the following inscriptions, to toU :

The whole structure stands upon a solid foundation of stone 
work, five feet deep and ten feet square , and thus founded, and, 
thus constructed of solid granite blocks from our native hills, 
it "bids fair to stand, an unfaltering witness of the high appre- 
ciation of the State for one of her foremost and earliest patri- 
ots, through a long succession of centuries to come. 

In the body of the Act above referred to, it is directed that 
the monument be erected "at the burial place of Ethan Allen, 
in Burlington.*' Failing to discover his rumaiiis beneath the 
tablet which had, for years, marked the supposed spot of his 
burial, and which had been carried away piecemeal by patriotic 
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pilgrims to his slirine, the public mind became much excited, 
and the most absurd rumors and statements were published, 
and g-aincd extensivo credence, as to his burial in various other 
towns ; and the abstraction of his remi^iiis by pious relatives 
or rapacious speculators. The Committee have never doubted 
as to the place of his burial; and by an unbroken tradition, 
the uniform understandiiij^^ of the relatives, confirmed by the 
testimony of undoubted witnesses who were present at his 
funeral, (which iuiicrul was of a public and formal character,) 
it is decisively settled that that place is where the monument 
is erected, in what is called "Green Mountilii Cemetery.'' 
The failure to find the remains beneath the tablet is, in the 
minds of the Committee, sufficiently accounted for by the &ct 
that some twenty years since, the dead of the Allen family 
were arranged in a square enclosed by stone posts and chains, 
by Hemau Allen, the nephew of Ethan Allen ; and this tablet, 
then lying upon a dilapidated wall of brick work, was recon- 
constructed with cut stone work, and it is presumed that, as a 
matter of cnnvenienco in giving a regular form to the enclosure, 
was removed some lew leet from its ori<^Miial position, and the 
Committee liave no doubt that by excavating- in the immediate 
vicinity of tlie monument the remains might be found ; but as 
doubt« would probably be raisud as to their identity, as it was 
not necessary to the faithful discharge of the duty of the Com- 
mittee, and would accomplish no essential good, they instituted 
no examination. 

The contract for the erection of this monument was made 
with Mr. J. r. Harrington, of South liarre, on the 15th day of 
October, 1856. By the terms of it, he was to accomplish the 
work, as before described, by the ist day of October, 185t, for 
the sum of two thousand dollars, being the whole amount of 
the appropriation. The Committee regret the delay in the ex- 
ecution of the work, but in every other respect they have rea- 
son to be satisfied with the contractor, who has honorably ful- 
filled, and in some respects more than fulfilled, the terms 
of the contract, and that too, as the Committee apprehend, 
without the hope or realization of a full compensation. The 
work, to say nothing of the design, is, we think, highly cred- 
itable to the contractor, and to the State. 

In the process of erecting the monument, a vacancy occur- 
ring beneath the cap stone of the pedestal, the Committee 
availed themselves of the opportunity thereby afforded by plac- 
ing therein a stone pot securely sealed, containing the follow- 
ing among other articles : the newspapers of the town and of 
the various cities of the Union ; Allen's Narative of his Cap- 
tivity ; Appleton's Railway Guide and Maps ; the Vermont 
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Register ; sundry American coins, and various seeds. A more 
formal deposit is contemplated beneath the statue, which is 
hoped may surmount the column. 

To carry out tfio suggestion heretofore mad(i in our report, 
and the wishes of sundry patriotic citizens, the Committee pro- 
cured the passage of an act, at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture, authorizing the erection, by private donations, of a col- 
lossal statue of the Hero on the top of the column erected by 
the State ; and thereupon issued circulars to the citizens of 
Vermont, at home and abroad, askiog a donation of one dollar 
each. The Committee have been disappointed in the response 
to the applications, and have received in all only some five hun« 
dred dollars. Nevertheless, a young and patriotic artist, a native 
of this State, Mr. Larkin G. Mead, Jr., of Brattleboro', has 
volunteered to make a model of the statue in plaster, which 
the Committee have approved, and which they think highly 
creditable to the artist, and which, completed in marble, will 
constitute, with tlie column, not only a highly fitting monu- 
ment, but a noble work of art. Through the g-enerosily rmd 
patriotism of a citizen of this State, a block of marble suitable 
for the statue has, as the Committee understand, been proflfer* 
ed to Mr. Mead, and the Committee hope that, througli a liko 
coniniendable spirit to be evinced by others, a work so honor- 
able to the people of Vermont may be accomplislied.

The Coinmittee on Claims, to which was referred Senate 
Bill No. H9, entitled "An Act to pay Jasper Vial the sum 
therein named," would report the following ikcts : 

The Claimant was, at the time of the escape hereinafter 
mentioned and now is Sheriff of the County of Bennington. 
The claim introduced hy him is annexed to this report, mark- 
ed A. In April 1858, one Allen Campbell was confined in jail 
at Manchester, iu the County of Bennington, on a charge of 
larceny. There were no separate cells in said jail, the sleep- 
ing room in the same was about twelye by twenty feet. The 
walla of the jail was stone, and about two and a half feet thick. 
The said Campbell, by means of a small bar of iron broke 
through the wall of said jail under the window in the sleeping 
room. The hole broken by him through the wall was about 
eight or ten by twenty-four inches, through which said Camp- 
bell and one other prisoner made their escape. The wall of 
said jail wliere broken was bnilt of small stone. There was 
one stone found on tlie outside of the jail, which was crowded 
or pulled out at the time tlie jail was broken, which stone did 
not extend more than half way through the wall, and there 
were found at the time a large mnnber of small stone in the in- 
side of the prison. At the point where the jail was broken 
there was no stone extending through the entire thickness of 
the prison wall, and the wall was not bound together so as to 
require much labor to break it. From the foregoing facts your 
Committee are of opinion that said jail was not, at the time 
the same was built, nor at the time it was broken, as aforesaid, 
sufficient to prevent the esci^e of prisoners. 

The said Campbell was recaptured in the Western part of the 
State of New York, brought back to the County of Benning- 
ton where he was tried, convicted and sentenced to the States 
Prison and he is now in said prison. 

The money charged in the annexed account was paid out by 
the claimant in the recapture of the said Campbell, and the 
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charges are reasonable^ and if the Senate, on the foregoing: 
&cts, decide that the foregoing claim he paid, then the same 
18 allowed at eighty-three dollars.

REPORT ON THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

To liis iixcKLLENcy, Kyland Fletcher, 

Governor of VermonL 

Sir : — 

Agreeably to my instructions, I have the honor to present 
my Second Annual Report, as State (Teolngist. 

Like the last, this iu j.ort will be brief, and consist of a state- 
ment of what myself and assistants have been doing duiing 
the year, with suggestions as to the future. I have supposed 
it to be understood that we should not attempt to give any 
detaOed description of the rocks of the State/ till our Pinal 
Report. Our time has been occnpied in obtaining materials 
tor that Report, and we are now ready to enter upon its prep* 
aration. 

Last yeaTi I soggested the desirableness of pushing the Sur- 
vey with so much energy, that the essential part of the ex- 
plorations abroad should be completed by the present time ; 

and I pled c"f^<1 myself that this shonld be done, if the annual 
appropriation were iiicmnsnd to fifteen Iniiidred dollars. As 
this was not done, tlic ijuestion came up. Shall we, neverthe- 
less, attempt to accunij)ljsh an object so desiral)b' 'f We knew 
that the usual appropriation of one thousand dollars would 
probably have been entirely exhausted by our expenses, leav- 
ing nothing for services, either to myself or assistants. We 
determined, however, to take this course, not doubting that 
we might depend on the liberality and generosity of the State 
as to a compensation, provided its Legislators shall see evi- 
dence, in our reports and collections, that we have been faith- 
ful in the work. Two and sometimes three parties have, there- 
fore, been in the field during most of the summer. We enter* 
ed into an arrangement with the Rev. S. R. Hall, of Brown- 
ington, who was early associated with Professor Adams in the 
Geological Survey, to go over the three northern sections, giv- 
ing special attention to the north-east part of the State, which 
had never been but im])erfectly examined. For this service 
he is to receive the moderate sum of seventy-five dollars ; and 
as he is quite familiar with the e-eology of the State, especially 
its northern part, he was reqm sled to extend his report as far 
south as he should choose, and present some views upon Ag- 
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ricultural Geology ; although that snbject was not included in 
my com mission. 

The rest of us have been employed in reviewing" and finish- 
ing the sections coKimoncod last year, and in iiir;isiiring sev- 
eral new ones ; so that fourteen are now completed. The 
specimens collected tor the State Cabinet now amount to sev- 
eral thousands : the exact number we cannot specify, because 
the room in the new State House, where they are to l)e dis- 
played, is yi't unfinished ; and therefore, Liie specimens, though 
chiefly sent to Montpelier, are still in boxes. We have, also, 
been endeavormg to fia: more accurately the outlines of tlie 
different rocks, on the Geological Map, and to look up new 
&cts of economical importance. 

We have, likewise, made some progress in that most diflScult 
of all the problems in Vermont Geology, to determine what 
the rocks were before they were metamorphosed. It is not 
very difficult to give? an appropriate name to these rocks in 
their present condition but every careful observ^er finds that 
they have, almost without exception, undergone important 
chang-es : and the inquiry is. What were tlioy before the 
changed Or, to make the question, more spcciilc, Are the 
non-fossilileruus rucks of Vermont morcly the foHsihferous 
strata of New York metamorphosed 'i And if so, Can we 
identify the varieties of the crystalline rocks of Vermont with 
those of the New York series ? It may seem of little pra^itical 
importance to determine such points. Yet in fact, questions 
as to the useful substances that may be expected to occur in 
particular rocks, can sometimes be answered only by tracing 
them back through the mazes of metamorphism to their origin. 
We hope to be able to do this to some extent ; but in some 
cases, with the light we now have, the identification will be 
little better than conjectural. 

It will be needless to go into detail as to all the points to 
which our attention has been directed, during the year. The 
result of the whole is, that by our extra eflbrts we feel prepar- 
ed to ent(^r upon the preparation of a Final Report. We can- 
not, indeed, settle all the scientific questions that relate to the 
rocks ; but we hope to be able to give a fair view of them. 
So far as their economical value is concerned, we trust we 
have the materials for its full elucidation ; and this we suppose 
to be the chief object of the survey. W e hope, also, to pre- 
sent not a little that will be interesting to the enquiring and 
scientific. 

I do not mean that there are no points in the Geology of the 
State which do not need further examination. We know of 
several such points, and of importance too, about which we 
are still very much in the dark. But the examination of those 
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can be made while we are pioceeding with the preparation of 
the Report. Other points, alBo, will doubtless suggest them- 
aelves as we get the specimens in their proper order, and as 
we transfer to paper the labors of the past summer. 

The subjects that have received less attention than they 

deserve, are the following:^ 

1. The Mineral Springs. — 1 should judge there might be ten 
or twelve of those, important enough to demand an analysis. 
But analysis cannot bo mado without expense, and hitherto 
we have had no money to devote to the mineral springs. A 
part of tlieii" analysis (tlie determination ol^ the ^-aseouB in- 
gredients,) must be ma<le at the s|>rings, and a part in the lab- 
oratory. I think it could be d*)ne tur about $8 or $10 for each 
spring, exclusive of traveling expenses. If the Government 
wish this work done, the Chemist of the survey will see that 
it is accomplished, without delaying the preparation of the 
Beport. 

2. Analysis of other subsfance's. — In the course of the survey 
not a few analysis have been obtained ; but during my con- 
nection with it, no charge for them has been made, because I 
knew that no money could be spared for this purpose. It has 
been left, therefore, with the Chemist of the survey, to secure ' 
as many analysis as he felt willing to execute without com- 
pensation. But many substances remain without analysis, • 
whose composition might be of great use, both economically 
and scicntiHcally. I think that one or two hundred dollars 
would enable the Chemist to obtain the most important of 
these analysis. 

3. 2 he scenery. — I cannot believe that the citizens of Ver- 
mont will be willing to have a Geological Report appear, that 

does not contain at least a few sketches, of the fine scenery 
for which the State is so well known : especially when those 
sketches can be taken where t]ir>v will allbrd tine geological as 
well as scenographical ilhistratiuns. We have not, however, 
employed any one to make such sketcher, for the reason spec- 
ified undei the last head ; although a competent artists is ready 
to do this work, charging only for his traveling expenses. If 
fifty or seventy-five dollars were at our command, I think we 
might secure at least a dozen views, that would not only at- 
tract the tourist but the geologist. 

I thiok, then, that 300 or 400 duiiais would secure tiie ac- 
complishment of the three objects above specified ; I mean 
that sum as an extra appropriation. For I think the Ooyem- 
ment will see that the usual sum devoted to the survey will 
not be sufficient for the purpose. Whether the objects be 
worth the outlay, the Legislature must judge. 
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4. Suffaxse Chohgy, — Ab the bearings of this sabject are al- 
moit wholly scientific, we have not thought it proper to devote 
but very little time exclusively to it ; but have, nevertheless, col- 
lected many facts in surface geology while at work upon things 
more essential. Yet the deficiences are numerous. We shall 
not l>e able, for instance, t(> map the terraces along* Init a part 
of the rivers ; iinr to g'ive but a jjart of what we regard as sea 
beaches and sea bottoms, when the continent was under the 
ocean ; nor to trace out only a lew of the oki river feeds of a 
former continent. But we hope to present enough of all these 
and similar phenomena, to answer as specimens, and stimulate 
others to hum up more. And we do not ililiik it a suiiicient 
reason for delaying our Report, because we might find a greater 
number by delay. 

5. 2he idenitficcUion cf meUmorphosed rocks toUh known fos- 
mttfercm strata, — have already described the great difficulty 
of this work, yet we find, from year to year, that the leaves 
of the rocky volume are slowly opening, and the papyrus un- 
'rolling. I doubt not that, were the survey to be continued 
longer, each year would add something to our present imper- 
fect knowledp^e. Yet perhaps the interest which we hope to 
awaken by what we shall present, may do as much as our con- 
tinued labors. 

G. An examination of the regioiis border lug on Vermont. — On 
the South, the Verm oat rocks extend into Massachusetts and 
New York, and on the North into ('anada. On the West and 
East the rocks of New York and New Hampshire are in ii in ate- 
ly connected with those of Vermont. It is fortunate that those 
of Canada, New York and Massachusetts, by means of the 
Geological Surveys that have been executed in those States, 
have been mapped. But, as every geologist knows, we ought 
to have opportunity to examine them for ourselves, in order to 
compare &em with those of Vermont. Without such exami- 
nation to some extent, indeed, no geologist would feel safe in 
deciding upon the character of the latter. The rocks of Can- 
ada, especially, ought to be examined ; since the Vermont 
rocks extent into that province and are there less metamor- 
phosed. But we have not done it to much extent. Indeed, 
the only explorations we have made out of the State, have 
been, to pass once to the top of the Wliite Mountains, carry- 
ing thither one of our sections ; and extending- another a few 
miles West of Lake Champlain. Had we the means, most 
gladly would we make these border explorations ; and we 
doubt not that the Yefmont survey would reap the benefit. 

In spite of these and similar deficiencies, I judge that the 
most important objects of a Geological Survey, which the 
State has had in view, are now so far accomplished that we 
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may set about arrangn'og our materials for a Final Report, pro- 
vided that, while engaged in this work, we may be allowed to 

go abroad, occasionally, to get more lighten certain unsettled 
points, and resolve other qnestions that will undoubtedly arise, 
when we can see all the specimens arranged in their true places 
in the State Cabinet, and attempt to transform our lield notes 
to Sections and Maps. Several years more of exploration 
would, indeed, be necessary, to enable us to make a Report 
entirely satisfactory to ourselves. But we trust that we are 
sufficiently masters of the Geology of the State not to do dis- 
credit to ourselves, or dishonor to the Commonwealth. 

I might allnde to more personal matters, as a reason for en- 
tering at once upon the preparation of onr Report. It is cer< 
tainly desirable to do it while the Geological Corps is unbroken. 
* For it has been understood that each man should report upon 
some particular department of the survey, and this has tunied 
the attention of each one to his specified department, and he 
can probably do it more justice than any other person. I 
know r rioTigh of the j)1anR of some of onr number, to snppose 
that they do not feel able to devote more than one year more 
to this work; ;tiid the frailty of my own physical system ad- 
monishes me not to make much calculation upon the future for 
the performance of labor. 

It is presumed the Government will wish me to present as 
definite a description and outline of the Report which we pro- 
pose to make, as l am able to do. The following synopsis 
will give an idea of the work, as it at present lies in my mind. 
I would reserve the right, however, to modify its subordinate 
parts, should further reflection make it desirable.

As to the size of a Report drawn up according to this out- 
line, I think it would form a quarto volume of some 5 or 600 
pages, perhaps some less — possibly larger. I must be more 
indehnite as to the number of Plates. There must be, first, a 
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Map of the General Geology ; next, a Map of the Suiiace 
Geology ; next, 14 or 15 Sections, occupying, say three or 
four plates ; next, (if poKsible to obtain them,) 10 or 12 views 
of Scenery, two ol wiiieii might generally be put upon a plate, 
making six plates more. If it should be thought best to tigure 
aU the organic remains found in the State, as weU as many of 
file curious coiusretioiiB in ihe newer deposits, it would require 
quite an addition to the plates. But I judge that if we in- 
crease the number already mentioned, (say twelve,) to twenty, 
it would be sufficient. That number might be conveniently 
bound with the text into one rather thick quarto volume. Be* 
sides these plates, I think that probably 200 wood cuts would 
be required. 

• I have made these estimates in the belief that the Govern- 
ment would wiah to know what sort of a Report we have been 
proposing to make out. A smiiller one, with Icwer illustra- 
tions, mi^-ht, indfH'd, be prepared. But 1 have ]>rpsniiied that 
Vermont, taking a prominent place aw it does amon^^ tiio States, 
in its subterranean resources, and in the scientific inu l ests of 
its rocks, will not wish to fall behind them in the manner of 
exhibiting its geology. 1 ^vould, indeed, practice a strict 
economy in this manner. But I cannot believe that it will be 
ereditabie to the State, or in accordance with the wishes of its 
enlightened citizens, to bring out a meagre and stinted account 
cf ito geology ; and such I think it must be, if on a much less 
scale raan the above estimate. I am unable to state the cost 
of getting out such a volume : but from the details given, I 
presume that those &miliar with such matters could determine 
the expense approximately. 

I have another object in this attempt at definite satement ; 
viz. to ascertain the wishes of the Government. For if they 
do not approve of our plan, we shall be glad to know it, and 
thus be saved much useless labor. 

As to the time requisite for the preparation of such a lieport 
as I have indicated, much will depend upon healtli, and the 
greater or less number of unsettled points we may find requir- 
ing re-examination. But it would be unreasonable, if I may 
judge from experience, to expect that such a volume could be 
got ready for publication, (should the Government wish to 
publish it,) in less than a year. If, however, they choose to 
refer the question of the publication of the Report to a Com- 
mittee, with power to proceed with the work as soon as a part 
of it is ready, if they should judge it worthy, the work might 
be got out several months earlier tlian otherwise. This course 
has been adopted once or twice by the Government of Massa- 
chusetts, in similar cases, and with such a result as I have in* 
dicated. 
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Allow mo to make a few suggestions as to the arrangement 
of the specimens, colloctcd by us, in the State Cabinet. I have 
been shown tho room in the new State House, which is iiiifinr- 
stood to be appropriated to this object, and I have supposed 
that without doubt tlie specimens of rocks ilhistrating the 
Sections, would be placed upon the walls. If the iSouth wall 
and the West wall, as tar as the door, were to be used for this 
purpose, I would 8u<^gest the fqllowing arrangement : Along 
the line of the Sections, it may be remembered, the greater 

§art of the specimens were coUected. Suppose we begin with 
ection No. 1, near the bottom of the wall. Let a space, say 
six inches wide, be marked across the wall, leaving room 
enough beneath the strip for one, two or three shelves, on which 
in the order in which they were collected, all the specimens 
obtained on that section may be placed. In the strip above 
them, let the section itself be painted, each rock having its 
proper thickness and dip. Section 2nd may be placed in like 
manner immediately above section 1. and one, two or three 
shelves be ])nt l)eneatli f"«»r specimens, according to their num- 
ber ; and so uu till all the sections are placed upon the wall, 
one above the otiier.

I have never seen one like it ; but it seems to me as if a cab- 
inet, thus arranj^ed, would give visitors, at a giauce, an idea 
of the Geology ol' the State, and enable them at once to deter 
mine what the rock is, in any particular district. 

I know nut how soon the room in the State House, appro- 
priated to the Cabinet, may be so nearly finished that we can 
display the specimens in it, even upon the floor. If not till 
next summer, it may delay our Report, since we need to ex- 
amine the specimens, lying in their proper order, before we 
are able to describe them, or discover deficiencies. If they 
must be kept in boxes till next year, I beg leave to suggest 
the expediency of obtaining an insurance upon them, which 
would be some consolation, should they share the fate of the 
previous collection. T think it a moderate estimate to say that 
the cash value of the wliole cannot be less than $1500 ; thouo:h 
it would cost more than that probably, to obtain another like it. 

Our expenses, the present year, up to this time, have amount- 
ed to Spre?i Htnulri'd ami 'ihirty Seven Dollars and Tiventy-Jive 
cmfs. Tiiis leaves a balance of $262,75 for eom})enRation. I 
divided it between my two assistants, (A. D. Ilager and 
Charles LL. liitchcock,) whose whole time is given to the work, 
making One Hundred and Thirty-one DoUars and Tkhrty-seven 
cents to each. 

I have spent over six weeks in the field, this season, but 
shall present no bill except for expenses. As to compensation 
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for services, I shaU leave it to the liberality of the State, when 
the work is done. At this time, I ask only that the annual 
appropriation of One Thousand Dollars, whicli tho Act for 
completing tho Survey directs to be paid, "until otherwise or- 
dered by the Legislature/' be continued another year

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ROADS. 

7h the Senate : 

The Committeo on Roads, to whom was referred Senate 
Bill No. 73, entitled: "An Act to amend the Charter of the 
Vermont and Canada Railroad Company," approved October 
31, 1846, respectfully report : 

That in conjunction with the Committee on Roads of the 
House to whom was referred a like bill of the House your 
committee having considered the matter of said bill, and having 
heard the testimony and the points made by counsel, repre- 
senting the several interests to be affected by the action of the 
Legislature in the premises, we find the material facts to be as 
follows : 

In 1848 the Rutland and Burlington Railroad Company (by 
the name of the Champlain and Connecticut River Railroad 
Company) and the Vermont Central Railroad Company were 
chartered ; the line of each starting at Connecticut River and 
terminating at Lake Champlain. 

The Charter of the Ruthind and Biirling-ton Railroad Com- 
pany made Burlington in terms the terminus of that road, 
while the Charter of the Vermont Central, without doubt 
intending the same thing, eniphiyed a less distinct form of 
expression to indicate its Lake terminus, viz : "From some 
point on the eastern shore of Lake Champlain, thence up the 
Valley of Onion River, and extending,'' &c. (See Acts of 
1848.) 
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All parties and all interests concurred in the granting of both 
CharterR, and from the Legislation of that period and since, it 
is apparent that it was the purpose of the Legislature in the 
chartering of the two companies, the one for the west and thti 
other for the east side of the mountains, but necessarily rivals 
with each other as respects the markets beyond the line of 
each, to place them on an equal footing as far as might be, 
giving neither an advantage in legislation over the other. 

In the summer of 1845, it was claimed by the Vermont 
Central, that by reason of the language of its Charter, it had 
tiie right to extend its line to the shore of Lake Champlain at 
any point between Burlington and Canada line, and so had an 
advantage over the Rutland and Burlington for a Northern 
connection and business. Thereupon the Rutland and Burling- 
ton Railroad Company applied to the Legislature of that year 
to grant it the right to extend its road from Burlington to 
Canada line and west line of Grand Isle county, so as to con- 
nect wiih certain lines of railroad to be built to Ogdensburgh 
and to M(;ntreal, and thus make its rights under its charter 
equal to those claimed and put forth by the Central under its 
Charter. A bill to this end was introduced into the House of 
Representatives. Thereupon certain citizens of Franklin 
County came to Montpelier and conferred with the friends of 
the Rutland and Burlington Railroad Company and the Ver- 
mont Central Railroad Company,* proposing a Charter for an 
Independent Corporation. Upon such consultation, and by 
the mutual consent and agreement of all interests, the Charter 
of the Vermont and Canada Railroad Company was granted, 
and the application of the Rutland and Burlington was no 
further pressed. 

It was proved to your Committee, that the Vt. & Canada 
Charter was the result of a compromise ; that the terms and 
phraseology of the first, second and fifteenth sections were 
adjusted upon mutual consultation, and by the mutual agree- 
ment of all parties in interest : and that it was intended and 
understood that the Vermont and Canada should by Charter 
and in its operations afibrd equal facilities to the Rutland and 
Burlington aud the Vermont Central, giving neither au advaii- 
tage over the other. 

This purpose is distinctly indicated in the language of the 
Charter, viz : That it shidl connect with the Rutland and 
Burlington **At the village of Burling^n,'^ and that tiie adjust- 
ments of the road shall be such with respect to the Butiand 
and Burlington and the Central as to ''secure no unreasonaUe 
advantage of one corporation over the other/' 

The Rutland and Burlington road was constructed so that 
cars run over its whole line in December, 1849, and the Ver> 
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Baont Central ran over the whole length ol its line in the Bum- 
mer of 1850 — Burlington being the terminus of each road. 

In the 8iimm< r of 1849 the managers of the Vermont & 
Canada ruad bigan to a%uw the purpose to lease their road to 
the Vermont Central Road, thus to put its management^ntirely 
into the hands of a road, whose only aim would naturally be 
to monopolue to itself ail the advantage intended the Legis- 
lature to be extended equally to the Central and Rutland & 
Bnrlingtou Boada. 

Hearing of this, the Directors of the Rutland and Burling- 
ton road on the 6tli day of August 1849, sent to the Directors 
of the Vermont & Canada road a formal protest against this 
contemplated arrangement. 

On the 15th of August, 1849, at a meeting* of the stuck- 
holders of tlie Vermont Central, called to act upon tlie pro- 
posed lease, the Kutland and Burlington interest was repre- 
sented, and then again protested against the giving- or taking 
of such lease. In the mean time, an injunction had been 
■obtained from Chancellor Royce, prohibiting the Vermont 
Central from using its funds, or pledging its credit in the con- 
struction of the Vermont & Canada Koad. 

The stockholders of the Centrid, however, voted to receive 
the lease, and the Directors of the Vermont and Canada exe- 
cuted it August 24, 1849. This lease was to run 26 years, but 
in the spring or summer of 1850, its provisions were changed 
80 that it was to continue 50 years, and the Central were to 
keep it in repair, stock and run the road, and pay as rent 8 per 
centum per annum on the cost of construction of the Vermont 
and Canada Road. This enabled the Vermont Central to 
operate a continuous line from Windsor to Rouse's Point, 
thus destroying entirely that independent position contemplated 
for the Vermont and Canada through which it was expected to 
give equality of privih'ges and beuehts to the Central and 
Rutland 6l Buiiington Koads, and to eastern and western 
Vermont. To secure the iuUillment of its obligations to the 
Veimunt and Canada, specified in that lease, the Vermont 
Central mortgaged its entire property, both real md personal. 
Feeling that this transaction might result in the Rutland and 
Burlington Road being deprived of the benefits intended when 
the Vermont and Canada was chartered, the friends of the 
Rutland and Burlington Road applied to the Legislature in the 
fim of 1849, for the right to extend their road north to Canada 
line. This application was opposed by the managers of both 
the Canada and Central, on the ground that they had the grant 
to build north from Burlington and connect the Vermont and 
Canada at the most convenient point in the village of Burling- 
ton with the Rutland and Burlington Road, and that it was 
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not only their right but their duty to do, and they intended 

without fail to do it. 

In 1850 the Rutland and Burlington Road again applid to tho 
legislature for power to extend tlieir road to Rouse^s Pointy 
and an act was i Kissr d L^iving them that right ; and in Febru- 
ary, 1851, the HLuckhoIdcrs ol that company voted unanimously 
to accept that s'rant. The passage of this last act was op- 
posed by the Vermont and Canada and Central Roads, for the 
same reasons urged the fall before, though in it was a grant to 
iSde Vermont and Canada road to bridge tbe lake at Ronse'a 
Point, which provision they did not accept. 

The Rutland and Burlington stockholders proceeded, under 
that act, to cause a preliminary, final and locating survey to 
be made over that route, in the winter and spring of 1951, 
and arranged land damages a large portion of the way ; also 
created and got taken over seventy thousand dollars of new 
stock pledged to such extension, and by creating $1,800,00§ 
bonds, secured by a first raortgacre on their whole road and 
per'^onal property, a part of which was to be applied to this 
extension, the Rutland and Burlington Rail Road Company 
was then in a condition to prosecute and finish that work, but 
in the month of May of that year they /were arrested from so 
doing by an injunction granted by Chancellor Bennett, on the 
application of a nominal owner of live shares of Rutland and 
Burlington stock, who was an employee of the Vermont Cen- 
tral, and acted under their directions in instituting the suit, 
prolkibiting the Rutland and Burling^n Baihroad Company 
froBv using its funds or pledging Its credit to build tiie road 
north of Burlington. 

The Directors ot the Vermont and Canada, at all times until 
the past year, have acknowledged their obligation under tlieir 
Charter to build a branch of their road into Burlington, and 
have from time to time admitted that good faith required them 
to do it. 

Ill December. 1853, Hon. John Smith, then President of the 
Vermont and Canada, by a written report made to his board 
of Directors, called their attention to this matter, and then 
called their attention to the time in which it was to be done ; 
that their Charter imposed it on them as an unquestionable 
obligation ; that duty to themselves, the southern line of 
railroads from Burlington, and the people of Western Vermont 
required it to be done. He called their attention to the ftcte^ 
tiiat their lease to the Central bound them to lease this new 
line, when built, to that company, and also bound the Vermont 
Central Company to take and keep in repair, use, run and 
manage it, and pay rent on its cost, precisely agreeable to the 
terms of that instrument in relation to this road, thus built and 
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beiDg run by the Central; and stated that that clause had 
been put into the lease by the advice of Hon. B. B. Curtis, of 
Boston who had, at an early day, advised them that their 
Charter required the Burlinp^ton couTiection to l)e built. That 
report concluded with a reconiiiiendation to apj)oint a Com- 
mittee of the Vermont and Canada Board, with lull power to 
employ a competent engineer to make, ascertain and survey 
such route as such Committee might deem best. The Direc- 
tors thereupon voted that said report be accepted and recorded. 
The Directors also voted unanimously that they fully concur 
with the President in the opinion that it is not only necessary, 
but expedient, that the addition required by the Charter of 
the Vermont and Canada should bo built at an early day, and 
tiiat the President communicate to the Directors of the Veiv 
inont Central the views then expressed by the Directors of .the 
Vermont and Canada. And the President, and Mr. Brainerd, 
and Mr. Clark, were ^pointed a Committee, with iuli powers 
to cause the necessary surreys to he made. 

That soon after a survey was made by H. R. Campbell, a 
competent engineer, of a route from Burlington, by the head 
of Mallett's bay, to the Vermont and Canada track in Milton. 
He also examined a route more westerly, and others more 
easterly, lie also oflered, in good faith, to build the road on 
said westerly route, at a fair estimated cost, and take his whole 
pay in the stock of said company at par. At this time, many 
of the large stockholders in the Vermont and Canada, living 
out of this State, were also large holders of the mortgage 
bonds of the Vermont Central. The proposition was inform- 
ally submitted to some of the large stockholders of the Ver- 
mont and Canada to create additional stock to build this new * 
piece of road, and they refused to assent to it. It is due to 
the prinoipal stockholders of the Vermont and Canada, resid- 
ing in Vermont, to state that they wished the new stock created 
but were overruled by the foreign stockholders in that com- 
pany, and as a large majority of the stock was owned without 
the State, the additional stock was not crontofl 

Aside from a survey, the Vermont and Canada have done 
nothing toward connectuig their road with Burlington, and 
manifest no pur[)ose so to do, but connected their road with the 
Central at Essex at an early day , and both are run as one line. 
No connection has been had with Burlington or with the Rut- 
land and Burlington road, except by the Central, through a 
braach of its Une extending from Essex to Burlington. This 
piece of roadway originally projected by the Central to reach 
Burlington bj a route every way more convenient to the public 
and- to the Rutland and Burlin^n road than the present one. 

48 
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Upon this first route north and east of the village, through 
the sand ridges of the lake, over $30,000 was expended, when 
it was abandoned for the present route in Burlington, which, 
to the public as well a;^ to the Rutland ^ Bnrling'ton road, is 
as embarrassing as possil>le. It is longer by a mile than 
the first contemplated route, runs on sharp, hard curves, and 
on glades up and down of from 105 to 110 feet per mile, and 
crossing every main street iu Burlington, and part of them 
twice. The grade when it waa first projected waa not over 
45 feet per mile. 

This is no such connection as is demanded by the Termont 
and Canada Charter, nor in the opinion of your committee ia 
it any tolerable sabstitute for it. There is, therefore, no through 
line from Canada and Ogdenaburgh to Burlington and points 
south. 

AU freight passing on the Vermont and Canada to and from 
the Rutland and Burlingto-n road, has to change cars at Biir- 
' lington, and is all subject to pay Inral frvi^^hi over the Vermont 
and Canada, which is a serious injury to the public. 

No connections have been made with the Rutland and Biir- 
h'ngton road by the Vermont Central tha* would tend to accom- 
modate tiavel over the Rutland and Burlington road ; and the 
passengers going or coming on that road have been charged 
local fare over the Vermont and Canada, and even all that rate 
through tickets have not been ^ven or received by the Ver* 
mont and Canada to or from passengers passing over the Rulr 
land and Burlington Boad, for some years past. Burin g the 
close of navigation on Lake Champion, those desiring to 
travel on or do business over the Rutland and Burlington road 
have had no outlet north from Burlington except bj being 
sulgect to those inconveniences and tl^ high tariff of local 
fares. The time of the Central cars reaching and leaving Bur- 
lington been, at all times, arranged especially to promote 
their interest, at the expense and loss, at times, of the Kutl;ind 
and Burlington road, and to the great inconvenience of tliose 
who must get to or from that road. During the past summer 
the Central passenger cars leit Burlington at five o'clock P.M., 
went seven miles to Essex Junction, and there waited till six 
o'clock, P.M., while the time required for ruiiuing from Bur- 
lington to Essex Junction was only thirty minutes ; and, by 
this early leaving Burlington, conq^led the Butiftnd and Bur- 
lington road to run an extra eapresa train to Burlington^ m 
oroer to get its passengers in so as to gpo north that night 
This cost the Rutland and Burlington road over seven<7*ive 
doUara per day over five months^ The Central assigns^ as a 
reason for this apparently inexcusable wrong, that they con- 
' tracted with the Steamboat Company to leave Burlington at

that hour, and mtBt do H or break their contraot, ttMragh it 
would otherwise have heen as well for them to leave at twenty- 

fiTe or thirty minutes after fire, and have thus saved the Rut- 
land find Burlington road the expeuse of a daily train. Their 
contract with the boat Company was as they claim, that the 
Central cars and boat ishould each leave at five o'clock P. M. 

For four years past, it will bo seen that Western Vermont 
has been deprived of any reasonable throug-h connection with 
Canada and Ogdensli»urgh, and all parts nortii oi' ijurliii^ton ; 
and during the close of Lake navigation, freight and passengers, 
to avoid high local freight, from all points north of Burlington, 
wkfaiDg to go to Nenpr York, hare to go by the way of Spring- 
field, BOTetity mflee farther than by Rutland and Troy, and 
▼eiy mnch of it is diiwted to other Knee of railroad throogh 
the State of New York. 

The present President of the Yt. & Canada testified before 
your Committee, that he did not know that the present Direct- 
ors of that Oompany had any purpose to bnild uiis connection 
with Burlington, even if the Charter was extended, nor conld 
he say that he had any purpose of the kind. 

But your Committee are unanimously of the opinion, that 
good faith to the Rutland and Burlington Railroad and more 
especially to subserve the interests of all Western Vermont, 
requires that if tlioir Charter is extended, it bo on condition, 
that that extension be built, and on such terms as shall ensure 
its speedy construction. 

Your Committee therefore recommend to amend the bill by 

striking: out all after the enacting clause, and inserting the 
accompanying amendment. And also to amend the title to 
the bill by substituting the following : 

'*An Act III addifion io, and in mneiidmrnl of ah act to iticor- 
porate the Vermont and Canada Bailroad Compafiy, approved 
Ociober 31 , 1845, and when so amendod are of opinion that the 
bill ought to pass. The amendment in all of its provisions 
having been unanimously agreed upon by them in conjunction 
with me Senate Committee upon the same subject. 

The route indicated by the bill, by the head of Mallets Bay, 
is the one believed to be the "most convenient one for meet- 
ing at the village of Burlington, and it is the one that was 
designated by the Yt. & Canada and also fixed upon by the 
Rutland & Burlington — and according to the testimony given 
before your Committee is every way feasible — and not more 
expensive than the average line from Rouse's Point to Essex. 
The estimated cost of that main line is claimed by Yt. <fe Can* 
ada to have been $1,350,000, which is less than $80,000 per 
roile.

can be built far about $300,000. 

The Central puid it^^ rent till Jnm\ 1, 1854, since then it has 
noiy.and there is now due from the Oeuiral to the Vt. & Can- 
ada for rent |i96, 000, and the Vt. & Canada are out of debt, 
never, having as yet to mortgage their road. 

By<the terms of- the lease, the Vt. t!^;. Canada have right to 
the. possessioju of the Central to run, till from its earnings all 
hMk .rent is paid up, and tiie Genlnd is boimd to pay the Mine 
mte per cent. for. the* expense of the addition to conneet at 
Bnxlington. 

The 'proTisioas- that money shall be expended on said cos< 
nsetion the first year seems necessary in order that the intereet 
o£ th* Vermont and Canada to act in good faith in the future, 

and complete the connection, may be evinced. And that the 
Rutland & Burlington road, until such extension is completed, 

should have as good a co!mection as it is possible for the Ver- 
mont and Canada to give them over the present lines, no one 
will deny.

A catalogue of the Books anrl Maps iii the Library his been 
made aud printed, a copy of which is herewith submitted. The 
catalog^ue is intended not so much for general use, as to aid in 
making exchanges. 

The books added to the library the past year by exchanges 
and donations^, and their sources, are contained in the schedule 
amraed marked A., and are in number, incliiding pamphlets, 
three hundred and twenty-nine volumes. To these are to be 
added the annual publications of our own State. 

From the fund at the disposal of tlie Trnstees, they have 
purchased for the Library ten copies of Waltons Journal of 
the Extra Session of the Legislature, 185T, and Ibr exchanges 
fifty Copies of IlalTs Eastern Vermont.

hundred and fiity thousand dollars, which said articles of as- 
sociation are in the words and figures following, to wit : 

''ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION." 

The subscribers hiu e assuriatcd. and hcrcbv do associate, 
themselves together for the business of Banking, in pursuance 
of an act entitled, 'An act to authorize the business of Bank- 
ing,' approved November 17th, A. D. 1851, and other acts 
ad^tional thereto, and amendatory thereof ; and hereby do, 
for themselves and their assigns, bind themselves to the per- 
formance of the covenants and engagements herein contained^ 
and do certify and declare their articles of association as follows: 

ARTICLE I, 

Sec. 1. The name assumed to distinguish this Association, 
and to be used in its dealings, shall be "The State Bank." 

Sec. 2. The village of Montpelier, in the County of Wash- 
ington, is the place where the operations of discount and de- 
posit of this Association are to be carried on. 

Sec. 3. The amount of the capital stock of this Association 
shall be one hundred thousand dollars, divided into two thou- 
sand shares of fifty dollars each ; but the amount of capital 
50 
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and the niinilMirof shares iiKiy be increased at such times and 
in such tnaiirier as the stockholders, by a majority stock vote, 
shall deteimiDe ; provided that the amouDt of capital shall 
never exceed two hundred and lilty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 4, The names of the shareholders are hereto attached 
with their place of residence, and said shareholders severally 
hold the number of Bhares set opposite their respective names. 

Sec. 5. This Association sludl commence on the 8d day of 
April. 1858, and shall terminate on the 3d day of April, 1958. 

ARTICLE II. 

Sec, 1. The object of this Association is to establish and 
keep an oilice of discount, deposit, and circulation, upon the 
terms, and conditions, and subject to the liabilities, prescribed 
in the said acts ; and to carry on the business of Banking, by 
discounting bills, notes, and other evidences of debt, by re- 
ceiving deposits, by buying and selling gold and silver bullion, 
foreign coin, and foreign and domestic bills of exchange, in 
such manner as tlie Board of Pii octors shall see fit, for any 
purpose authorized by law ; by loaning money on real and 
personal security ; by issuing and circulating as money, such 
circtilatin^ notes as may be received from the State Treasurer, 
pursuant to said acts, <»r such as nuiy lawfully be so issued 
and circulated by this Association, and by exercising such in- 
cidental powers as shall be necessary to carry on such business 
as aforesaid, as the same may be lawfully exercised by this 
Association. 

Sec. 2. This Association may purchase, hold and convey 
real estate for the following purposes : 

1st. Such as may be necessaiy for its immediate accomoda- 
tion, in the convenient transaction of its business : or 

2d. Such as shall be mortgaged to it in good faith by way 
of security for loans made by,' or money due to, this Associa- 
tion ; or 

3d. Such as shall be conveyed to it in satisfaction of debts 
previously contracted in the course of itii dealings ; or 

4th. Such as it shall acquire by levies of executions, or by 
decrees of foreclosure of mortirages held by this Association ; 
but this Association sluill not purchase or hold real estate in 
any other case or for any other purpose. 

ARTICLE III. ' 

Sec. I. The government of this Association, the exercise 
of the rights, powers, and privileges, coiderred by law upon 
this Association and the management of its capital stock, 
property, business, and concerns, are liereby vested in, and 
delegated to, a board which shall consist oi Us e Directors, 
each of whom shall be stockholders and citizens of this State. 
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Sec. 2. The followiTij?- persons shall bo the first Directors, 
and shall hold their uiiice with all the power of Directors as 
declared herein, until others shall be elected in their places^ as 
herein provided, to wit: JainoH R. Langdon, Daniel Baldwin, 
Rawsel ii. Keith, Charles Clark, aud Charles W. Willard. 
. Sbc. 3. The first election of Directors shall take place on 
the second Monday of January, 1859, and all subsequent elec- 
tions shall be held on the second Monday of January, in each 
following year. The elections of Directors shall be held in 
the village of Montpelier, at such an hour and place as the 
Board of Directors sliall previously determine : and notice 
thereof shall be published in one of the newspapers printed in 
Montpelier throe weeks successively proTioiisly to such elec- 
tion, and the said election sliall be made by such of the share- 
holders of the Association as shall attend for that purpose, 
eithr^r in person or l»y proxy; and all electi(jiis for the Direc- 
tors ►shall bo by ballot, and the five persons having the greatest 
number of votes shall be Directors. The LJuard of Directors 
so chosen shall proceed to organize within one week after their 
election. The failure to elect Directors at the time herein 
above designated, shall not dissolve the Association, but the 
Board of Directors then in office shall hold over and continue 
in office until successors are chosen, and it shall be their duty 
to appoint a special election for that purpose, which shall be 
held upon like notice, and in like manner, as an annual election. 

Sk€. 4. If any Director shall cease to hold any ot the stock 
of this Association, bis office shall Ix coine vacant ; aiid when- 
ever a vacancy occurs, from any cause, it may be tilled lor the 
residue of the unexpired term by such elegible persons as the 
Board of Directors may elect by ballot. 

Skc. 5. Each shareholder shall be entitled to one vote on 
each share of the said stock held by him ; but in order to the 
exercise of such right, he shall have held such share in his 
own name, at least for thirty days prior to the time of voting. 

Sec 6. The Board of Directors shall elect by ballot one of 
their number President, and they may elect another of their 
number Vice President of the Association ; and they shall ap- 
point a Cashier, and such other officers, agents, and servants, 
as they may deem necessary, and may fix salaries or allowances 
of the officers chosen or appointed hy them, and change them 
at pleasure ; and may at any time remove such officers and 
appoint others in their places. 

Sec. 1. The Board of Directors shall have power to make 
such lawful by-laws, rules, and regulations, for the government 
of themselves, their officers, and agents, and for the manage- 
ment of the business of the Association, as they may deem 
expedient ; and they may delegate to committees of their body, 
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power tit traiisacL any of the busiuess of such body, Q.nd may 
. appuiiit areata for the like purpose ; aad a majority of the 
Board of Directors shall constitute a quonun for the iransac- 
tioD of basinefla. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Sec. 1. The President of the Association shall preside at 
all meetings of the Board of Directors at which he is present. 
All coiivtyaaccs of real estate, purchased or taken by this 
Association, shall be made and executed to The Slate Bank/ 
according to law ; and the Flresident shall from time to time 
sell, assign, or convey such real estate as the Board of Direc- 
tors shall direct, but not otherwise. The President is also au- 
thorised to demand, receive, and sue for; collect and recover, 
any moneys or property belonging to the Association ; and 
he is hereby authorized and empowered, under the advice and 
- direction of the Board of Directors to satisfy, cancel, or re- 
lease any jndg'mcnt, decree, or mortg-a^e hcM by the Associa- 
tion, and to release or discharge any part, or all the property 
niortg-ag-ed or encumbered ; to sell and transfer any public 
debt, stock or other personal property or thinn^s in action be-^ 
longing to or held by the Association, and to receive any div- 
idend arising therefrom, and for any of these purposes to ap- 
point attorneys under him. . In case the President is unable to 
act by reason of absence, sickness, or any other cause, the 
Yice President shall exercise all the powers of the President 
for the time being ; and i( for any reason, both the President 
and Vice President should be unable to act, the Board of Di- 
rectors may authorize any one of their own body to exercise 
any or all the powers of the President for the time being. 

Skc. 2. The President or Vice President, and the Cashier, 
ehall sign all contracts, made by the Association, and the 
notes, bills, or other evidences of debt, and oprtificates of 
stock, issued by it ; and no other officer, director, or share- 
holder, shall make any contract or engag-ement in its behalf, 
unless specially authorized by a resolution of the Board of 
Directors. 

Sec. 3. Minutes shall be kept of the proceedings of each 
meeting of the Board of Directors, and the same shall be sign^- 
«d by the President or Cashier, or the person presiding at such 
meeting. 

ARTICLE V. 

Skc. .1. The Board ui Directors shall cause suitable books 
to be kept for the registry and transfer of the shares of the 
stock of the Association ; and no sale or transfer of any stook 
by any member shall be valid until recorded by the Oashiery 
or in ma absence, by one of the Directors, nor until all liabili* 
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ties of such stockholder, either as principal or surety, to said 
Association, shall have been discharged \ and said Association 
shall have a lien upon the stock of the several stockholders 
respectively, aa Rocurity for any debt, or other liability, due 
from the owner oi such stock to said Associatioii. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Sec. 1. The Board of Directors may invest in such proper- 
ty, securities, or stocks, as the Association may luwiully ac- 
x^uire, such part of its funds as tliey may deem expedient, and 
may transfer the same to the State Treasurer, in securify far 
circulating notes to be received from bim therefor, and may 
loan and circulate such notes, pursuant to the acts aforesaid ; 
and they may, from time to time, in cases authorized by law, 
change such security, by receiving back such proper securities 
or stock, and transferino; to the State Treasurer other proper 
securities or stocks in their places as the interests of the As- 
SOfiHtion may require. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Directors sliall defray all the expen- 
ses of tlie Af?sociation out of its funds : and h dividend of so 
much of the net profits and interest of its innds shall be de- 
clared and paid to the stockholders as shall from time to time 
be deemed expedienl by the. Board of Directors. All interest 
and profits accrued upon unclaimed dividends shall belong to 
tike Association. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Sbc. 1. This Association and the subscribers of these Ar- 
ticles, for themselves and their assigns have contracted, and 
hereby do contract and declare themselvf - to be contracting^ 
parties with the State of Vermont, under the said acts of the 
Leg-islature thereof, and do accept tlie franchises and privileges 
therein and thereby oliered and provided for any association 
which may be foun<l and any person who may associate under 
the same acts or any of them. 

Sec. 2. The Btockliulders by a vote of a majority of the 
stock, may accept any additional powers or privileges which 
may at any time be offered to, or conferred upon this Associa- 
tion, either by amendments of said acts of the Legislature, or 
by any new enactments ; and thereafter the Board of Directors 
may use and exercise such new powers and privileges in behalf 
of this Association. 

Seo. 3. These articles of association may be amended at 
any meeting of the members thereof, by a majority stock vote 
of the stockholders : Provided that at least ten days* notice 
to eai'^h stockholder shall bo given persenally, or by due course 
of mail, directed to the residence of the members, as recorded, 
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or by publication in one or more of the Dews|>a])orB pi iatcd in 
Montpelier, three weeks successively, previous to such meet- 
iag, stating the purpubc of such meeting. 

Sec. 4, The Board of Directors may call for the payment 
of the capital stock at such times, and in such proportions as 
they may deem proper, under the penalty of forfeiting all stock 
and previous payments made tiiereon, and the Association 
may sue for and recover all such subscriptions. Notice of the 
time and place of such payment, shall be published lor two 
weeks previous to such time in one of the newspapers pub- 
lished in Montpelier, in the County of Washington. 

Sec 5. Whenever any increase shall be made to the capi- 
tal stock of this Association, the persons taking the additional 
shares shall by an instrument in writing to be signed by them 
or their autliorized attorney, and dnly acknowledged, specify 
the number of shares, taken hy tliein respectively, with their 
places of residence, and shall bind themselves to the perfor- 
mance of the terms of the articles of association, to the bauie 
extent as if they had origiaally signed the same, and such 
persons and their assigns shall, in respect of the stock sub- 
scribed by them, be entitled to the same rights, and be subject 
to the same liabilities, conditions, and limitations as the exist- 
ing shareholders are or shall be, in respect to the stock held 
hy them. And the said instrument in writing shall, together 
with a copy of tlu' resolution of the shareholders, authorizing' 
the increase of the capital stock, be signed by them and ac- 
knowledged, and be tik^d and recorded in the offices in the 
manner provided by law for filing and recording the certificate 
of association. 
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ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE BUSINESS OF BANKING. 

B i8 hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the Staie of 
VermorU, asfoUows : 

Sec. 1. The treasurer of the state is hereby authorized and 
required to cause to be engraved and printed, in the best man- 
ner to guard against counterfeiting, such quantity of circulat- 
ing notes in the similitade of bank notes in blank, of the differ- 
ent denominations authorized to be issued by the incorporated 
banks of this state/ as he may from tinio to time deem neces- 
sary to carry into effect the provisions of this act, and of such 
form as he may prescribe. Such bhuik circulating notes shall 
be countersigned; numbered, and registered in proper books 
to be provided and kept for that purpose, in tlie office of said 
taeasurer, under hiss direction, by such pcrsoji or persons as 
the Haiti Ucasurer biiiili appoint lor that purpose, so that each 
denomination of such circulating notes shall bear the uniform 
Stature of such register, or any one of such registers. 
^ Sec. 2. Whenever any association of persons, not less than 
ten in number, residents of this state, formed for the purpose , 
of banking under the provisions of this act, shall lawfully 
transfer to the said treasurer any portion of the public stock 
issued, or to be issued, by the United States, the State of Mas- 
sachusetts, New York, Maine, Connecticut, Khode Island, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Ohio, New Jersey, or Virginia, 
such association ol persons shall be entitled to receive from 
the said treasurer an equal amount of such circulating^ notes, 
of different denoniiiuttions, registered and countersigned as 
aibresaid ; but such public stock shall in all cases be. or be 
made to be, equal to a stock producing six per cent, per an- 
num ; and it shall not be lawful for the treasurer to take such 
stock at a rate above its par value, nor above its current mar- 
ket value. 

Sec. 3. Such association is hereby authorized, aAer having 
executed and signed such circulating notes in the manner re- 
quired by law, to make them obligatory promissory notes, 
payable on demand, at the place of business, within this state, 
of such association, to loan and circulat*' the same as money, 
according to the ordinary course of banking business, as reg- 
ulated by the laws and usages of this state. 

Skc. 4. In case the makers oi' any such circulating* note or 
notes, countersigned and registered as aforesaid, shall ai any 
time hereafter, on lawful demand, during the usiial hours of 
business, between the hours of ten and three o'clock, at the 
place where such note or notes is or are payable, fail or refuse 
to redeem such note in the lawful money of the United States^ 
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the holder of such note or notes, making such demand may 
cause the same to be protested for non-payment by a notary 
public, under his official se lI , in the usual manner ; and the 
treasurer, on receiving and iiiing in his office such protest, 
shall forthwith give notice in writing, to the makers of such 
note or notes, to pay the same ; and if they shall omit to do 
so, for ten days after scuh notice, the treasurer shall immedi- 
ately thereupon, (unless he shall he satisfied that there is a 
good and legal defence against the payment of such note oi- 
notes,) give notice that all the circulating notes issued by sucii 
association will be redeemed out of the trust funds in his hands 
for that purpose, which notice shall be given by publishing the 
same in some newspaper printed in the county where tbebum- 
ness of such association is established, or in case there is no 
newspaper printed in such county, such notice shall be pub> 
lished in some newspaper printed at Montpelier ; and the 
treasurer shall be required to apply the said trust funds, be- 
longing to the makers of such protested note or notes, to the 
payment pro rata of all circulating notes, whether protested 
or not, put in circulation by the makers of such protested note 
or notes, pursuant to the provisions of this act, and to adopt 
such measures for the payment of such notes as will in his 
opinion most effectually prevent loss to the holders thereof. 

Sec. 5. Tlie treasurer may give to any association, so trans- 
ferring stock, in pursuance of the provisions of this act, powers 
of attorney to receive interest or dividends thereon, which 
such association may receive and apply to their awn use ; but 
such power may be revoked upon such association failing to 
redeem the circulating notes so issued, or whenever in the 
opinion of the treasurer the principal of such stock shall be- 
come an insufficient scciirit}^ ; and the said treasurer, upon 
application of the owners of such transferred stock in trust, 
may in his discretion, change or transfer the same for other 
stock of the kinds before specified in this act, or may transfer 
the said stock or any part thereof, or the mortgages, or any 
of them hereiTiafter mentioned and provided for, upon receiv- 
ing and cancelling an equal amount of such circulating notes 
delivered by him to such association, in such manner that tiie 
circulating notes shall always be secured in full, either by 
or by stocks stocks and mortgages, as in this act provided. 

Sec. 6. The bills or notes so to be countersigned, and tha 
payment of which shall be so secure by the transfer of public 
stocks, shall be stamped upon their face, "secured by th& 
pledge of public stocks.'* 

Sec. 7. Instead of transferring public stocks as aforesaid, 
to secure the whole amount of such bills or notes, it shall be 
lawful ibr such association, in case they shall so elects befiaxe 
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receiving any of the said bills or notes, to secnre the payment 
of one-half of the whole amount so to be issned, by transferring 
to the treasurer bonds and mortgages upon real estate, bearing 
at least six per cent, interest, payable annually or semi-annual- 
ly, in which case all such bills or notes issued by the sairl asi- 
sociatiou shall be stamped on their face, "serured by the pledge 
of public stocks* and real estate." 

Sec. 8. The real estate so mortgaged, must be improved, 
productive, uuincumbcred lauds in this state, exclusive of any 
buildings thereon, and the amount for which eaid lands are so 
mortgaged must not exceed two-fifths of the value of said 
lands ; nor shall any mortgage be received for a greater amount 
than five thousand dollars each, and the treasurer shall prescribe 
each regulations for ascertaining the title aud value of such 
lands, as he may deem necessary, and such bonds shall be 
payable within such time as the treasurer may direct. " 

Sec. 9. The treasurer may, in his discretion, re-assign the 
said bonds and mortgages, or any of" them, to the association 
who transferred the same, on receiving other approved honds 
and mortgages, or public stocks of \hv, description mentioned 
in the second section of this act, of cfjual amount: and when 
any sum of the principal of the bonds and mortgages, trans- 
ferred to the treasurer, shall be paid to him, he shall notify the 
association that transferred the bonds and mortgages, of such 
payment, and may pay the same to such association, on receiv- 
ing other approved bonds and mortgages of equal amount. 

Sec. 10. The association, assigning such bonds and mort^ 
gages to the treasurer, may receive the annual interest to come 
thereon, unless default shall be made in paying the bills or 
notes to be countersigned as aforesaid, or unless, in the opinion 
of the treasurer, the bonds and mortgages, or stocks so pledg- 
ed, shall become an insufficient security for the payment of 
such bills or notes. 

Skc. 11. In case such association shall fail or refuse to pay 
such bills or notes on demand, in the manner specified in the 
fourth section of this act, the treasurer, after the ten days 
notice therein mentioned, may proceed to sell at public auction 
the public stocks so pledged, or the bonds and mortgages so 
assigned, or any or either of them, and out of the proceeds of 
such sale shall pay and cancel the said bills or notes, default 
in payiny which shall haA e l^een made as aforesaid ; but noth- 
ing in this act contained shall be considered as implying any 
pledge on the part of the State for the payment of said bills 
or notes, beyond the proper application of the securities pledg- 
ed to the treasurer for their redemption. 

Sec. 12. The public stocks and bonds jusd mortgages to be 
deposited with the treasurer, by any such association, shall be 
51 
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held by him exclusively for the redemption of the bills or notes 
of such association, put in circulation as money, until the aame 
are paid. 

Sec. 13. The plates, dies, and materials to be procured by 
the treasurer, for the printing and making of the circulating- 
notes provided for hereby, shall remain in his custody, and 
nnder his direction ; the expenses necessarily incurred in exe- 
cuting the provisions of this act, shall be paid by the treasurer 
out of any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated i 
and for the purpose of reimbursing the same, the said treasurer 
is hereby authorized and required to charge against, and re- 
ceive from such association, applying for such circulating notea 
such rate per cent thereon as may be sufficient for that pur- 
pose, and as may be just and reasonable. 

Sec. 14. It shall not be lawful for the treasurer or other 
officer, to couuter&igii bills or notes for any association to an 
amount in the ii^gregate exceeding the public stocks or public 
stocks and bonds and mortgages, at their value, as before pro*

>^ngr g^^^ Mid silver bullion, foreign coin and bills of ex- 
change, in the manner specified in their articles of association 
ior the purposes authorized by this act ; by loaning money on 
real and personal security ; and by exercising such incidental 
powers as shall be necessary to carry on such business : to 
choose one of their miinber as j)re8ident of such association, 
and to appoint a cashier, and such other officers and agents as 
their business may require, and to remove such president, 
cashier, officers and agents at pleasure, and to ajjpi mt others 
in their place.

Sec. 21. Contracts made by any such association, and all 
notes and bills by them issued and put in circulation as money, 
shall be signed by the president or vice president and cashier 
tlioieof ; and all suits, actions and proceedings, brought or 
prosecuted by or on behalf ot such association, may be brought 
in the name of such association. 
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Sec. 22. All persons having demands against any Burh as- 
sociation, may maintain actions at law or in i (]uity, according

Sic. 23. No shareholder of any such association shall be 
liable in his individual capacity, for any contract, debt, or en-

Skc. 21. It shall be lawful for such association to purchase, 
hold and convey roil estate for the following purposes: — 1. 
Such as shall be necessary for its immediate accommodation 
in the convenient transaction of its business ; or 2d, such as 
shall be mortgaged to it in good faith, by way of security for 
loans made by, or moneys due to, such association ; or. 3d, 
such as shall be conveyed to it in satisfaction of debts previ- 
ously contracted, in the course of its dealing ; or, 4th, such 
as it shall acquire by way of execution. The said association 
shall not purchase, hold, or convey real estate, in any other 
case, or for any other purpose ; and all conveyances of such 
real estate shall be made in the name of the association. 

Sec. 25. Upon the application of creditors or shareholders 
of anv such association, whose del)ts or shares shall amount 
to one thousand dollars, and stating facts, verified by affidavit, 
a chancellor may, in his discretion, order a strict examination 
to be made by a master in chancery, of all the affairs of such 
association, for the purpose of ascertaining the safety of its 
investments, and the prudence of its managemont ; and the 
result of every such examination, together with the opinion of 
the master, and of the chancellor thereon, shsll be published 
in such manner as the chancellolr shall direct, who shall make 
such order in respect to the expense of such examinaticfn and 
publication, as he may deem proper. 

Sec 26. If any portion of the original ci^ital of any such 
association shall be withdrawn for any purpose whatever, whilst 
any debt of the association shall remain -unsatisfied, no divi- 
dends or profits on the shares of the capital stock of iho aspo- 
ciation shall thereafter be made, iintil the deficit of capital shall 
have been made good, either by subscription of the sharehold- 
ers, or out of the subsequently accruing profits of the asso- 
ciation ; and if it shall appear that any such dividends have 
been made, it shall be the duty of a chancellor, on application 
of any person in interest, to make the uecesBary orders and

In case one or more persons, who shall have signed 
the bond or bonds of any sudi aj^sociation to the state trea- 
surer, agreeably to section fiity of siiid act, shall be apprehen- 
sive of liul)ility nnd loss, in consequence of having signed such 
bond or bonds, it sliall be the duty of such association, within

That whatever proceedings shall be or have been 
commeuced for closing up any bank authorized by the act ap- 
proved November 17, 1851, entitled ''an act to authorize the 
busine ss of bankin^j^," it shall be competent for any chancellor, 
on application, to fix a time, to be not less than four nor more 
than twelve months, for the presentation of bills or notes 
against said bank, either to the treasurer of the State or re- 
ceiver of such bank, for redemption and payment ; notice of 
which time shall be published as such chancellor may direct ; 
and all bills or notes not presented within the time so fixed 
shall not be entitled to consideration in the distribution of the 
assets of said bank in the hands of said treasurer or receiver, 
and such published notice shall so state, but said assets shall 
be distributed and apportioned as thoug*h all such bills or notes 
had been presented : Provided, this act shall not be so con-

States, the holder of such none or notes making such demand 
may lodg'e the said note or notes, accompanied with his affi- 
davit tliat such <leniand liad been made and payment refused 
as aforesaid, with the treasurer of the State, and on receiving 
such note or notes and affithivit, the treasurer shall proceed in 
the same manner as is now provided in said act in cases where 
protests are tiled with such treasurer. 

Sec. 2. So much of said section four as requires such note 
or notes to be protested for non-payment is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from its passage.

HOUSE. 

// is hereby enacted by iiw General Assembly oj tite SloUe of 
Vermont, as follows : 

Sec. 1. The sum of forty thousand dollars is hereby appro- 
• printed for the purpose of robuildiiig- the State House, and 
making: such repairs and improvements in and around tlie same, 
and furnishing isaid House, as may be necessary ; and the 
Treasurer is hereby directed to pay said sum to the Committee 
to be appoiuted, as hereinafter provided, to superintend such 
work of rebuilding and repairing as aforesaid, out of any 
moneys in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. Provided, 
the inhabitants of Montpelier, or any individaais, shall, before 
the rising of this Legislature, give good and suflScient security 
to the Treasurer of this State, to pay into the treasury of the 
State, a sum equal to the whole cost of the work, mentioned 
in the first section of this act, one half of said sum to be paid 
in one year and the vcniainder in two years from the passage 
of this act, or on 1lie eomph'tion of th<' work. 

Sec 2. It is hereby made the duty of the Governor to ap- 
point three suitalile persons, as a Committee to prepare apian 
according to wliich such rebuilding and repairs arc to be made. 
And it shall bo the duty of said Committee to deliver one copy 
of the plan so prepared by them, to *the Secretary of State, 
and one to the superintending Committee, on or before the 
first day of April, A. D. ISdT.

ON THE JUDICIARY. 

lb the Senate now in Session : 

, The Committee on the Judiciary to which was referred the 
resolation of Mr. Gleed : 

Report that they have had the same under consideration, 
and am^ority of tlie Committee have come to the foUowiog^ 
conclusion in relation to the matter referred. 

The Bond referred to, which is dated on the 27th dav of Feb- 
ruary isr)7, was taken under the Act of the T>e£i"islutnre, which 
wad approved oa the tiame day, and contaiued the Ibllowing^ 
condition : 

"If the inhabitants of MoDtpelier, or any individuals sliall 
well and truly pay or cause to be paid into the i reusury of the 
State of Yermunt a sum eqml to the whole cost of the work 
mentioned in the first section of said act — one half of said 
sum to be paid in one year, and the remainder in two years 
from the passage of said act, or on the completion of the 
work agreeably to the provisions of said act, then this bond 
to be void." 

In the opinion of the majority of the Committee there was 
due upon this bond, on the 27th day of February 1858, to the 
State, a sum equal to one half the cost "of rebuilding- the State 
House and making* siieli repairs and improvements in and 
around the s;inie and furnishnif;- said Iluuse as may be neces- 
sary," Any other constructivui of the provision contained in 
the condition than this, would defer the payment of the whole 
sum to be paid until the completion of the entire work, and 
the Committee are of opinion ^at the language of the instra- 
ment will not bear such a construction. The condition upon 
which the Act was passed, was substantially that the State 
House should be rebuilt at Montpelier upon the condition that 
a sum equal to the cost, should be paid into the Treasury by 
the inhabitants of that town. A fair and straight forward 
compliance with the provisions of the bond given in their be- 
half, your committee think requires that the first half of the 
sum they were to pay, should be paid within a year from the 
date of the lugtrument.

BEPORT OP THE MINORITY OP THE COMMITTED 

ON THE JUDICIARY. 

7b the Senate now in Session : 

It is with great diffidence that I differ in opinion with the 
miy'ority of the Judiciary Committee in the constrnction of the 
bond signed by Elisha P. Jewett and others, which has been, 
by the Senate, referred to us for our opinion. The interpre- 
tation of the condition of said bond is not free from doubt — 
It should be construed with reference to the law passed at the 
Special Session of the Legislature, in February A. D. 1857, re- 
ferred to in the eo?i(lition of said bond. That law appropriates 
the sum of forty thousand (h)lhir.s '[for f/w purpose of rebuild- 
iiig the Hfafe Ilouae and inakiny .such repairs and improvements 
in and around the mme, and furnishing said House,-' and the 
Treasurer is directf'd to pay over the same to the Superinten- 
dent, authorized to be appointed by the law, to superintend 
the rebuilding of the llouse, provided the inhabitants of Mout- 
pelier execute to the State Treasurer a bond conditioned 'Ho 
pay into (he Treasury of the State, a sum equal to the whole cost 
of the work — one ha^ of said sum to be paid in one year and the 
remainder in two years from the pcLSsage of ffns act, or on the 
completion of the woi^k." 

The House is to be rebuilt by the State and not by the in- 
habitants of Monti)elier. The money appropriated is to be 
paid to the superintendent and the work proceed if pan the exe- 
cution of (he bmid — at some time the expense is to be repaid, 
and that time is, in my opinion, taking- into consideration the 
whole act, after the completion of the /ror/ — they are to repay 
the "wliok cost of the work:.''^ How can that cost be ascertain- 
ed until the work is completed ( How can you ascertain what 
"one haitf^^ of the work costs until its completion ? The com- 
pletion of the work would seem to be a conM^m, precedent to 
the right of any recovery upon the bond. 

Again it may well be supposed, from the wording of the act 
and the condition of the bond, that the Legislature then sup- 
posed that the work might be completed within one year, 
and that they gave the right to the obligors of the. bond then 
to repay the whole cost of the work, or to pay one half at the

end of one year and the other half in two ypars, at their elec- 
tion, — but in no event to be compelled to pay anything- until 
the work was completed. Taking the whole act together I am 
oi opinion that the two times of payment mentioned — one half 
in one year and the balance in two years — are one pruposition 
and the aUemoHve pt opoaHiionf is to pay the whole on the com- 
pletion of the work. 

The CommHtee have had but little time for the consideration 
of this subjeot, but fitHu a hasty examination of the same, I 
am not prepared to say that any money is now due upon said 
bond, or that any action could now be maintained on it. It 
could hardly be claimed, I think, that the obligors of the bond 
could be compelled to pay one half of the whole cost of the 
work now, and then that the state could cease to lurther re- 
build it, which might be the etfect if the one half was now col- 
lectable.

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RULES AND BY-LAWS OF THE STATE LIBRARY. 

1. The Library shall be kept open each day, at Biiitable 
hours, of the Session of every Legislature and Constitutional 

Convention, when the Librarian or his Assistants shall he pres- 
ent. And no person shall bo allowed access to lhe Library at 
any time except in the prescMice of the Librarian or Assistants 

2. B< tl - may by taken from the Library b}^ the Governor 
and Lieutenant (iovernor; Secretary of Civil and Military Af- 
fairs ; Members of the Senate and House, and their Clerks ; 
Members of a Constitutional Convention and its Clerks ; Heads 
of Departments ; Judges of the Supreme Court ; Trustees of 
the Library ; Secretary and Members of the Board of Edu* 
cation. 

3. The right to take and keep books by the Members and 
Clerks of a Legislature, or Constitutional Conyention, is limit* 
ed to the time said Legislature or Convention may be in ses- 
sion, and no other person shall keep a book from the Library 

more than twenty days. 

4. The Librarian shall keep records in which he shall t nter 
all books taken from the Library : and every person taking a 
book shall he responsible for its return, agreeably to the rules 
of the Library, until the Librarian shall cancel the charge. 
And no book shall be taken from the Library until the same 
has been so charged. 

5. Every book placed on the shelves of the Library shall 
be -stamped on the outside and inside when practicable, with 
the words ''Vermont State Library/' in such a manner as to 
be indeliblv inscribed. 

6. The Librarian in suitable books shall keep a record of all 
the transactions of the Library in the purchase and exchange 
of books and also of all the expenses of the Library for the 
examination of the Trustees and the Committee on the Library. 

7. The Librarian in the discharge of his duties shall in all 
matters be subject to the control of the Trustees of the Libra- 
ry and shall keep a full record of all their proceedings. 

8. The Library and Library Rooms shaU be under the con- 
trol and charge of the Librarian and he shall carefdliy preserve 
the books and all oth^ property belonging to the Library ; 
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and if any loss or damage to the same shall happen from his 
want of care, or any violation of the rales of the Library by 
him permitted, he shall be personally responsible for the same. 

9. If on notice to any person that the lime for which any 
book or books have been drawn from the library by such per- 
son, has expired, such person shall neglect to return such book 
or book^? to the Library for more than three days after such 
notice, such person shall be liable to pay to the State double 
the value of buch book or books, which value shall be estimat- 
ed at the cost of replacing the same. 

10. If any person shall take from the Library any book or 
other article belonging to the same without being properly au- 

' thorized so to do, such person shall be liable to pay to the 
State double Hbe valne of such book or other article and also 
shall pay a penalty of ten dollars. 

11. If any pexson shall have in his possession any book or 
other article belonging to the Library and shall neglect to re- 
turn the same to the Library on demand, such person shall be 
liable to pay to the State double the value of such book or oth- 
er article and also a penalty of ten dollars. 

12. Tf any book shall be damaged while the same shall be 
drawn from the Library by any person, such person shall be 
liable to pa^ to the ^tate the amount of such damage.
